But notwithftanding all that is here aUedgM 
againft this difaffeded Set ofMen, there are thoie 
in this Nation who will not believe them to be in 'a 
foreign Intereft; and the Author of a certain Pam* 
flMtty entituled, ui Letter fnm m EMhr tf 4b$ 
Borough of Great y^rmouthf in the Qtfnty if iiorfolk^ 
to Mr, Horatio Walpolc, one tf the R^fentativee 
in Parliament y for the /aid Borough^ ipeaking of theiiq 
Gentlemen, delivers himfclf in thelc Words. 

** I have been a conftant Reader of all the Papejt 
•* or Pamphlets that, for the laft four Years, have 
•* been publilhcd to juftify the Conduft rf Greai 

•* Britain. 1 bavp lucewife as conftantly peruied 

** the fcveral Performances on the other Sde of the 
«< Queftion, and I am fb &r from believing that the 
•< Authors of the latter intended the Inftrudbion of 
•* foreign Cot^rts, or to throw Difficulties in the 
** Way of our own Meaiures, that I think I could 
♦* myielf, undertake t^coUed from them feveral 
•* Particulars, about i^ch the Event hath fincc 
** proved the Truth of their Sentiments, and which 
•* therefore it is now to be wifh'd, had been more 
** taken Notice of by their own Countrymen. 

So far our Author ; but whether tneir j^4:to^ 
7ruth be a Realon, that they fhould be more taken 
Kotice of by their Countrymen is what I am doubt- 
ful of ; — - at leaft it is a Reafbn that, I fear, will

^ knew well the State of the Nation, the Load of 

V the publkk Debt, the Difiiciilty of laying new 
<* Taxes, and the Ezpence of a War, would 
** readily be of Opinion, that a War fhould, if 
^* poffibScy be prevented; ■■ and laid further^ 
*• that, were we not under thofc particular Circum- 
** fiances, no honeft or wife JMimfter would be for« 
<* ward to draw a Nation, eipecialljr a trading Nati- 
^' on into a War, the Ifliies of which muft always 
*^ be uncertain more farikuUrtf mnder a Confederacy, 

Thole who argura on the other Side, agreed to 
all this, andiaid. That, canCdcring ths Sltate if th$ 
NaUofff tb$ Lo4id of th$ fMhli^k Dtk^ the Digicufty of 
U^ing new ^ax$Sy and tne Expense of 4 Wlwy it was 
to be wiih*d that Greait BreUin had not cmbroii'd hes 
lelf with the Neighbouring Powers, which they ap- 
irehended mufi end in a War, or if an apparent 
Pear was Ihewn of enterin|^into a War, the mifera- 
Ue Alternative,^ perhaps nught be a ^Uihonourable 
and diiadvaatagioos Fttce. 

** And again, thoie who writ in JulUfication of 
^* what was done, ^ maintain'd, ■ that they 

^< (meanixigthe Minifien) wxssly confider'd that a 
*' War, ifjpoffible, was to be avoided, in the Situ- 
M aticm Amun were in, from Circumfiances that 
^' would have been peculiar to it ; -~- a War in 

V which we might fiiner much, but could not, our* 
<* iclves, tell what to wiik lor*; — — we knew not 
*' what it was wc would either do our&lves, or wiik 
^' were done by our Allies ; — and whoever confidcrs 
^* Thinjpr coolly (laid they^miift needs beof the lame 
<* Opinion;— for Example; could we wiih Ranct 
^* ihottld recover in FUwkrSt what was, at fo vaft 
** ah Expence o£ Men and Money, taken from 
^^ them faft War \ could we wUk wcm to extend 
** their Conquefts on the BiiM$^ wherf the Qtiet 

B a " bor- 
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'* bordering upon it afe already all Weaknefi, and 
" utterly unable to defend theimclves? 

Thofewho write onthe contrary Side, agreed — * 
that we knew ticit what H was we wmld either do mr- 
fehesy or wijb to he donehr our Allies ;— they allow- 
ed, that it was polSble we might fi^er by a fVar^ 

and thdX we could not tellj wvjelvesy what to wiJb for ; 

and they were entirely of Ojuniony that it might 

be dangerous to the Ballance of Power in Etmrpe^ 
thzt France Jhould recover in FlundcrSy what^ atfovafi 
^n Expence cfMen andMmej^ was taken from them the 

lafi War\ nor did they think it would be any 

thing to the Advantage ot England^ to fee them ex- 
tend their Conqufjts on tie Rhine. 

In fine, they cndeavourM to rcprefent certain Trea- 
ties as big with all the Mtichiei& here defcribed ; 
t'ley were for making us believe, that (bme Alliances 
vrere inconiiftent and unnatural, and that they mi^ht 
draw us into a War, where we might fight a^nft 
bur own Intereft, or if we could, in fiich a Situati- 
on, procure a Peace, it might poffibly be upoi» 
Terms neither to our Honour nor Advantage and 
while good Meafures were taking, they argued 
againft them for the very (ame Resibns which the' 
others brought in their Ju(Kfication. 

This I take to be the true State of the Difpute 
for thcfe laft four Years ; as may be feen by turning 
back to the faid Writings; (thole againft the Mea- 
iures may ftill be found in the Hands of the Curious,,' 
and thofe on the other Side in the Shops of their 
rcfpe6kive Publifliers) by which the Readers will per- 
ceive that one of the Parries, in this Oontrovcriy,' 
(I won't fay which) has had the Fate of Cajfandria^ 
that is, always to prophecy true, and never to be be- 
lieved, I mean, by their Advei-faries, for thePublick 
indeed always went along with them in Opinion. 

But the Difpute ftill lubfifts, and there is as great 
a Variety of Opinion concerning Afl&irs now de- 
pending, 
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pettdiflg, as Acx€ has beca conccning what is paft» 
fin: tke Author of the Pamphkc cntkuled^ ji Litter 
ffwm an EkH^r ^ ih% &wi^ ^ Great Yarmouth, 
d^f. fiysy *^ that, it beiag iblemnly ftipulated, in

All this Pt^vijbnagainft theiatrodudne of foreign 
Troops into- Jhtfy items to have been calculated to 
make the Emperor eafy ; for if fix thou&nd Men of 
^49fs^Troom were once^mitted into the FortrelTes 
Cff 7'ufcany^ cf r« they might make Way for fix or 
even ten times that Kumber, whicli his Imperial 
Majefty C^ot widiout good Reaibn) might api>re- 
hcnd would threaten linger to his Italian Domini^ 

ons. ThcJ^amartb prol»bly have not forg;ot by 

what Means theEmpei^xr gain'd the Kingdom of Sicily^ 
withiii the Memory of Man» nor can they be igno* 
rant of what all tne World knows, how burthen«- 
£>me and difiigreeable a G trmam Government is to 
the People of SicHp as well as Kafhs, and therefore 
^83 it 
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it is very natural to believe that the Kinj; of Spain' 
maybe for taking Advantage of the ravourable' 
Diipofitions of the People towards him, and, fi>me' 
Time or other, lay hold of a proper Conjun&ure 
of Afiairs, to attempt the Recovery of thoie ancient 
Demeihes of the Crown of Spam. 

I fliall fty nothing of the Probability of the ^uf- 
can 'Dominions being annex'd to the Crown ofSpMn^ 
(contrary to the (^adruple Alliance) which muft 
happen, if the Prince of Afiwrias ihould die with- 
out liTue^ fince Don Carlos fiicoeeds him to the 
Crown of 1^^, for this Matter has been well re-' 
siarkM upon in a late Pamphlet.^ 

*^ Thus (lays my Author) his Imperial M»efty 
^< will have as much Reaibn to aj^rehend a War 
^< in Itahfy in cafe he ihould accede to the Treaty 
<< of Sevilky as if he ihould not, and can this 
*' Prince, or his Minifters, want the. Information 
<* of any Authors of this Side of the Water, to ih- 
•* ftru6t them whether it is their Infereft to enter 
'< upon it before or after the Introdudion of Span^ 
« Troops ? 

Nay, he goes forther, and gives us very good 
Reaibiis why he conceives the Introdu^on ox Spa-- 
tiffl> Troops is by no means proper for iecuring the 
Succeilion, ev^n to Don Carlos^ and for this Reaipn 
above all others, (fays he) the Variations from the 
Quadruple Alliance are to be apprehended by the 

JmperiaMs. But it is beft to deliver his own 

Words. 

" This Apprehenfion, I think, may be fupported, 
" not only bv the ^adrupk Alliance^ but what, I 
*• mufi: confcfs, I am much furprix'd at, by the 

** Authority of the late Seville Treaty ; but let 

<< it firft be tried by the common Senfe of Mankind, 
•• without Regard to either of them. 

" Do we not fuppofe that a Provifion for the 
^ fccond Family of the King of Spaiif, the ChiU

*^ <* own Family to pofleis a Sovereijenty in them, in- 

<• dependently on the Crown of ^am? That 

<* Prmcels muft ^rely know what almoft every 
<* Man in Enrtpe is aware of, the Contingencies to 
«• which her prefcnt Influence in the Councils of 
<^ Stain remains liable ; Or, if theft were out of 
<• tne Caft, flie may die, or* the preftnt King of 
<< Spam may die, and, in both Caies alike, the In- 
« tercft of her Family be left at the Mercy of 
•* Councils verjr different from thofc which now 
<< ftem to prevail at that Court. 

I make no doubt but all Men of Senft are fo fir 
of this Author's Opinion, as to believe, that if the 
preftnt King or Queen of Sf^n ihould die, that 
iCingdom will be governed by quite different Coun- 
cils, and, in foch a Caft, if the Spaniards had fix 
diouiand Men in Italy^ it is highly probable they 
would rather chuft to annex the Dfikedoms of 
Tn/catry^ Parmay 8^a to the Crown of Spainy than 
creft a Sovereignty there, in Favour of the Iffue of 
the Queen of Spainy independent on them, and as 
m JFiffof the Empire. 

I have given the Author^s Sentiments of the pre- 
ftnt Pofture of Afiairs, but whether he, or tnofe 
who write on the other Side, deftrve to be moil

Princes, not only of our own, but of o^Mar >^ations| 
feave been extremely delicate in the Chotoe id Pei> 
Ions for foreign Embaffiea; and Queen EHzaMiy in 
particular, carried this Matter to iiicb a Kkety, 
that ihe was of Opinion that eren a conely Per(bn 
was one of the Qualifications neceflary fisr a pabHek 
Mitiifter, well knowing thatr a mcefel Perfon is an 
excellent Credential, that n makes an Imprelfion in 
Favour of him that carries it, and ibmetimes caufis 
Men to be well received, 

Aiid when it b confider*d, what great Advants^s 
have fi-equcntly been derived to Nations from the 
Abilities and Acc^npliftments of its AmbaiG&dxav^ 
Envoys, S^c. it muft^ owned that too great a De-* 
licacy cannot be oblerved upon that Head. ' . ■ . .» 
Sometimes Wars have been prevented, and Pbints 
gained, by the Skill and Addceis of an Ambafiador 
Of Piempofieatiary, beyond what could be cxpedied 

by

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^ a (aooefifiil War, of which the Rdgn o{ Lewis 
toe fourteenth, of Erancep will fumiih us with many 
Examples* 

When that Prince was a young Man, Sir ffll- 
iiam ^embU^ then King Cbarln the &cond's Minifter, 
at the ffagtte, ieem'd to foretel of him what after- 
wards happened, for (peaking of him in a Letter to 
a Secretary of State, he lays, it is Time for Esir(fp§ 
to be circumiped, and to Wware of a Prince who 
employ'd none in his Negotiations but Men of the 
£neft rarts, for (fays he; let his Defigns be what 
they will, it is highly probable he will compafi 
them by the great Addreis of his Minifters. 

^ And I remember what is written on the other 
Side by one Monfieur Langey^ reputed, by the French^ 

a Maq of great Knowledge in A£fairs ; he takes 

Kotice of the Danger of fending Men of weak Ca- 
pacities in the publick Chara^er of AmbafTador^ 
and tells a Story, that the Biihop of Mafcm and 
Monfieur VaU^ were at Rome^ as Ambaffadors fix>m 
the Court <A Futnct (when the Emperor Gtarkj the 
fifth came to that Gty) with Inftru^ons to endea- 
vour to bring on a Treaty, without ieeming fb fbl- 

licit it. Thefc Men (fays my Author) were no 

Way equal to the Charge, and were only fent there 
becaufe they were Creatures of the firft Minifler at 
Home, fb that the Emperor Charles fbon founded 
the Depth of their fhallow Capacities, and in a 
Speech he made in the Confiftory of Ronu^ he fpoke 
to this Efiea. 

'^ Perhaps it may be wondred at, that I am not 
** more forward ^o enter into a Treaty of Peace ; I 
*^ confefs, indeed, if my Minifters were not Men 
<* of greater CabacHyy Knowledge^ and Hotiour than 
^ thofe of my Enemies, I fhould not flick to fiie 
•* for a Peace, even with a Rope about my Neck ; 
^ but| as the Cafe fliands^ I thiok, I may ftay my 

** owa 
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<* own Time, and vfait, at k^, *tiU chgr fte toi 
** me td fikve them Peaces upon mf own Terms. 

The atorefaid Author obferves that the French 
MioiAers were preient wheo this SfJ^ch was deli- 
yered, but they never acquainted d«ir Mafkr with 
ity i^or with ieveral other Thins^ which the Em- 
veror^ from Time to Time, let §11 to the iame £f» 
fcft, while they were in R«w,-— as porticulafiy 
this Expreffioii^ that, ii^B th$~ World was. Mohtfi 
him J hejbmkimt muebifar fbem, if ^ empkfdfmk 
Miners. 

The Reaibn (lays my Author) why they did aot 
acquaint their Mafter with theie Things is platn, they 
knew they were Reflexions upon then^lves and 
their Patmn at Home^ and tho' they did not know 
how to manage their Matter's Interefti they had 
the little Cunnii^ not to hurt their own. 
. Bat it is (urpriling to hear ibme Men argue, that 
it iignifies no^^hine who or what Kind of Perfbns 
are umt iip<m Embaffiest that a meet Qpher wiik 
ienre, fince there is nothing !<»: them to do, but now 
and then to deliver a Meliage. 

In Anfwer to this, we may maintain, that let ai> 
Ambailador's Inftru6tions be never io copious or ia 
confined, ibme Occurrence may happen, in the 
Conrie of a Negotiation, or (when there is no par-^ 
ticular Negotiation going on) during his Refidence 
in a foixign 0)urt, ibme Accident may &11 outywhich 
ooold not be fbrdeen at Home, aiKi malk be left 
to his own ConduX, and here his Country may 
sain by his Ability*, or be drawn into Troubles by 
nis Want of it. ^ 

If Onmt Gtrnddnnaty who reiided in Enghmdy from 
the Court oiSfamy in the Reigiv.of Kin^ jfamest\\e 
firft,Vhad1iad nothing to do but to deliver a Mei^ 
fige, he would not have been to famous in Hiftcny 
as he now appears^ and Sft^ might have been re- 
duced 
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duced to the centempdblc Moceffitjr of %Ai|f 

jilHancts. 

Our own Hifloriant tdl its of ium,, << that he 
u was endowed with a moft anuudng^ Acutends of 
^ Wit, that he had a moft delicate Torn of caUy*- 
^* i^gy and that he could, when he &w Occafioo« 
^< transfi>fm lumielf to the Way, the Humour aad 
^ Manner 4f all thoft he conversed with ; ■■■ i iu Ua 
*< GHiveHatioQ abounding with Jefts,Cctticeits, and 
«< witty Sayings, Ibthat he f^read his Nets fo fine^ 
^ that he not only g9in*d over the Nobilit3r and La^ 
^« dies of the Court to his Party, but cajoled the 
^< very Minivers, and, at the Time that he had no 
'< other Chancer than that of a feneign Aiabafi&<^ 
<< dor, he acauired the Rank of a Pavourire at 
<< Court, windinjg; faim&lf £> into Secrets, that he 
<* became acquainted with the moft private TranA 
<* ^ftions, ^nd even influenced all theMeafures of 
<' the Court in his lime, doing his Country mone 
<< real Service than a vi€b:>rious Army, maintained 
<* at a v^ft f xnence, ^ould have done. 

Yet, after all this, and a tboufind other Inftances 
that may be produced, of the vaft Importance it is 
to a Nation to be reprefented in foreign Countries, 
by Men of the fineft Parts and Addrefi that can 
be pick'd out from amongft the People, we ftiali 
meet with Hundreds that will tell us, that an £m- 
bafty is a Kind of a Stne-cftre; that if a great Man 
has a Number of needy and infignificant Kelations, 
it is a good way of diipofing ibme of them ; that it is 
fitter the State ihould provide for them, than that he 
fhould provide for them out of his own private Pocket, 

Suppofe we were to ask one of thefe Gentlemen 
what he would think if he was to fee a Perfbn come 
from a foreign Country, with the publick Charadber 
of an Ambaffador, who, inftead of the Air and 
Mcirt of a Man of Quality, (hall appear with the 
fiieaking Look of a Sheep Stealer; if at ibme publick 

Audience, 
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Audience, when the Eyes of the whole Court fltoufj 
be fixed upon him, inftead of delivering himielf with 
the cafy Manner of a well bred Gentleinan, he 
'fliould make his Addreis, fcratching his Headwith cm 
HitHdy and ptUing, up Us Brteches vfHbthe eiher ; *— ■ 
.Would it not occaiion a Laugh of Scorn, and raiie 
in the whole Company an Idea of Contempt of his 
whole Nation? I dare anfwer, it wotlld; nor is 
there any private Gentleman who was to traniadk an 
A&ir by Proxy, that would be willing to be fb re* 
pre&ntcd. 

Cardinal RichUtUy in his political Teftament, lays. 
That it is the wile Part ofall Governments to take 
Care that they do not fall into Contempt with their 
Neighbours. And in England this excellent Maxim 
has always been obferv'd, and fbmeof our Hiftorians 
have been very drcumftantial in celebrating the Fame 
of thofe who ferv'd their Country in foreign Embai^ 
fics; they tell us of the magnificent Figures they 
made, and how well they iupported the rlonour q£ 
their Country in foreign Courts. 

During the Government of Olivet and the Bbtmp 
we (ufFer'd a little Diminution in^ this Reipe^b ; 
thole People confifted partly of Ibwr-faced, canting 
Fanaticks, and partly of low RufSans, whocngag^ 
with them to mare the Plunder of the RoyaUfts ; 
when they were eftablilh'd they lent abroad the bcft 
amongfi: them, andindeed Ibme of tocm were bold 
as well as cunning, but they were intircly Strangers 
to the Manners and Addrels of Gentlemen. 

We read in the Life ofKxti^Cbarks II. that Ibme 
time after the Reftorationj»thinkingitneceflary to lend 
an Ambaflador Extraordinary to France ^ to make a 
Compliment, he made Choice of the Duke oi' Buck- 
ingham for that Purpole, -s the Duke was re- 
ceived at the French Court with all pofEble Demon- 
ftrations of Eftcem and Favour, his noble Prefcnce, 
and graceftil Mien yi3iS very acceptable, and even 

captivating

Cipdyatiw to many that beheld him ; and the King 
faimielf, Lewis XI V. then in the Flower of his Age, 
and the beft l^d Man in his Kingdom, faid of him. 
That he was almoft the only EneUJb Gentleman he 
bad £ver ieen.-*— In fine, his Magnificence, and 
courtly Behaviour ^ve the French in general a 
much more advantagious Idea of the EngUjb Nation 
than they had conceived before. 

Sure it cannot, after this, be faid, with any Juftice, 
that it is of no Importance what Sort of Perlons are 
lent upon foreign Embaffies. — - Cardinal Richlieu^ 
ivhoieFoliticaiTeftament is above <]uoted, fpeaking 
upon this Subjed, gives the followmg Advice : 
■ ** There is notmng in which the Couniellors 
** of Princes ought to be more exa^, than in the 
" Choice" of AmtalTailors and other Negotiators ;

" I have, in a long Courfc of Afiairs, and

" I cannot finiih this Subject without giving it as my 
** Opinion y That if a Government fails ofoeing ri- 
«( gorous u^n (heic Occafions, they will fail in a 
** Point which highly concerns the Profperity aii0

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It was no Secret that Gfiia often freqaenfed « 
certain ♦ Bordel/oy and they knew 
* Bawdy-houfc. the righteous Spirit of his Holinefs 
would never give Countenance to 
Lewdnels; they therefore acquainted him with it, 
offering, if he doub^d-it,. to^give him ocular De- 
mon ftration-^*— His Holinels look'd grave upon 
this new Acculation, promifing if he found it to be 
true, that he would believe every thing elfe they 
had told him of G>/cia. 

One would think that G/cias Deftruftion wa« 
near at Hand, but it proved quite otherwifc, and 
this Dilcovery contributed to eftabliih him firmer

ing to add more to the Score, and that one Pardon 
at laft would fcrve for all ; however, his Partisans

ready in a certain Cant, or Jargon, peculiar to the 
Profellion, which they are pleas*d to mif-call Ora- 
tory, they ftiled one another ckver Fellows; but

I will freely own to you, that I never lov'd Cofciaf 
and that I would have done all in my Power to have 
ieen hiih rewarded according; to his Rogueries, and 
certain it is, the Abuies of his Adminiftration were

They are computed by fome to amount at prc- 
lent to two Hundred, by others to two Hundred and 
ten, and did we not live in a Age when Virtue, and 
a Publick Spirit are become fb lafliionable, when no 
Pcribns are chofen into any Employment but fuch as 
are moft conlpicious for Virtue, Honour, Fortune, 
and the Love of their 0)untry, we might have 
fome Realbn to be afraid of fo formidable a Body^ 
efpecially if Men ihou'd once come to think that it 
wou'd be a filly Thing to lofe aThoufand Pounds 
a Year, by pronouncing a wrong Mmofyllabk, 

But tho* we may be eafy at prefent as to thcfe 
Fears, bccaulc we have a Minifter whole ckan Hands 
and uncortupt Heart we were well acquainted with 
before he was advanced to \ his prefent Height of 
Power, yet how are we fore weihall be always fb 
happy? May not Ibroc Perfbn hereafter get into the 
Diro^ion of Afiairs with diny Hands and to igno- 
rant Head, who may fink the Publick Money into

It is ce itfiin , the ncare r ^e b r in g Our Con fti mtio n^ 
to its origHial Itifliturion^ the more content, and the 
happier the People will be ; and if Parliaments 
fliou'd come agidn to be Jmnaf^ as they were dc- 
fign'd by our Anccftor^i it wou'd put an End to 
Bribery in Eleitious more crfc&ialty tliaii any 
Law that has or cou'd be framed for that Purpofe. 

When Eleftions Ihou'd come io quick about, 
the ira^ne Mmber wou'd fold that he cou'd not 
make the Intcrcft of his Money diis Way ; I fay,

N the Hiftories of the ancient Com- 
monwealths of Greece and Rome ,' 
where we read of a Succeffion of 
Heroes for many Ages, there is no 
Mention made of Titles^ Ribbons ^ or 

Coats of \/^rms, Thefc Things arc 

Inventions of a much later Date ; when Great- 

nefs of Mind and publick Spirit began to decay ^ 
and the Great loft that Reverence which the Pco* 
pie uicd to pay them, it was neceflary to ftamp a 
counterfeit Merit upon Men in high Stations, in 
order to fupply the Want of true Merit. 

Lycurgusj Fertcksy Camilhis and Fabhuvrore no 
Titles, and bore no Coats of Arms ; it feems they 
were content with wearing Fertue^ Honoufy and Con- 

quefi ; but Heroes of later Date have found out 

an eafier Way of being diftinguiih'd ifrom the 

Crowd ; fopie Men who never gain'd Provinces 

or conquer*d Kingdoms, in the Service of their 
Country, have given ten thoufand Pounds for d 
Title ; a Man with a ct>waf dly Heart and a weak 
Head may hire a poor Fellow to invent him a Coat 
of Arms; you may fee Dragons and Tygers, 
atfd Other fierce Animals pamted upon a Chariot, 
• ' ^ which 
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«rhtch are ftikd the Supporters of a very tame 
Animal within ;-*- With thefe Implements, and 
about two Yards of Ribbon» you fliall fee a Crea- 
ture ftrut with more SufEctency in its Loc^s than 
Pjmha Emilmt ihew'd when he carried a Captive 
King in Chains through the Streets of Rome.

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But as touching the Eftimate of Men, it is ftrange 
that (our own Species excepted) no other Creature 
ii efteemed beyond its proper Qualities. 

We cdmmend and value a Horfe for his Strength 
and Surenefs of Foot, not for his rich or gay Com- 

?ariibns, a Greyound for the Swiftnefi of his 
Icels, not for his fine gilt Collar, ——a Hawk for 

her Flight, not for her Geffes and Bells ? Why, 

in like Manner, do we not value a Man for what is 
properly his own? — He has a great Train, a large 
Palace, a high Title, and perhaps a great many 
thoufand Pounds a Year, but ail thelc arc about 

him but not in him. You will not buy a Pig in 

a Poke ; if you have a Defign of purchanng 

a Horfe, you yrill fee him ftript of his Houfing 
Cloaths, that you may view him naked and open 
to the Eye ; or, if he be cloathed, as they an- 
ciently were wont to prelent them to Princes to fell ; 
it is only on lels important Parts, that you may not 
fo mlith confider the Beauty of his Colour or the 
Breadth of his Crupper, as principally to examine 
his Limbs, Eyes and Feet, which are the Members 
of greateft Ufe. 

Why, in giving your Eftimate of a Man, do you 
prize him wrap'd and muffl'd up in Cloalhes ? for 
he then difcovers to you (iich Parts as are not in the 
Icaft his own, and conceal thofe by which one may 

rightly judge of his Value. It is. the Price and 

Goodneis of the Blade that you enquire into, and 
not thofe of the Scabbard ; you would not perad- 
venture bid one Farthing for him, if you law him 
ftript, and knew him thoroughly ; vou are to judge 
him by himfclf, and not by what he carries about 
him. 

One of the Ancients pleaiantly faid, do you knoisf 
why you eftcem this Man tall? it is becaufe you 
reckon him with the Height of his Chepivesy where- 
as the Pcdcftal is no Part of the Statue i -r^ mea- 
sure 
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fiire him without his Stilts; let him lav afide his 
Revenues ; let him preient himlelf in nis Shirt ; 
then examine if his Body be found and iprightly, 
adive and well*diipos'd to perform its Funoions. 

But you muftnot ftop here, you muft go fanher ; 
....^what kind of Sonl has he ? Is fhe beautiful, of 
gcean Capacity, and well provided to exerciie all 

Sbble Faculties,? Is flie rich of what is her own» 

or of what ihe has borrowed ? Has Fortune no 

Hand in her Exaltation? Can Ihe without wink- 
ing, ftand the Lightning^ of Swords ^^-^ Is Hie in- 
different whether her Life expires through the 

Mouth or through the Heart? Is ihe fettled, 

even and content ? — ^ all this is to be examined, 
and by this and not by Titles vou are to judge the 
Diiference betwixt Man and Man.

Condition. «—• So the Emperor^ whole Pomp and 
ItfUftre, and Attendants, dazzle you in publick; dor 
l>ut ^p behind the Curtain, examine him divefted 
of his Guards and his State, and you will be able 
to find out nothing in him more than in an ordi- 
nary Man, and peradveuture he will appear to you 
more contemptible than the meaneil ot lus Subje^b.^ 
•- — Cowardice, Irreiblution, Ambition, Spite and. 
Envy are as often predominant in him as in a filly 
Woman. ■ Fevers, Gouts, and Apoplexies^ 

Ipare him no more than one of us. ■ When 

old Age begins to prefs him down, can the Yeomen 

of his Guard eisiie him of the Burthen? When 

he is afloniih'd at the Apprehendons of Death, can 
the Gentlemen of his Bed-chamber coroiFort him, 
or drive the Terror firom him ? If that Tor- 
mentor, Jealoufy, fhould diHurb his Brain, can; 
all the Compliments, Cringes, and Ceremonies of 
his Flatterers reflore him to Peace of Mind ? — — , 
the rich Canopy, embroider'd with Pearl and Gold, 
under wliich he lies, has no Yertue to give him 

Eafc in a Fit of the Stone or Cholick, - and. 

Fear has often found him out in the midft of his 
arm'd Battalions.

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There is n^chiiig therefore for which a Man U 
x» be vala*d, but tnat wlitch is Mative to him, biK 
tfaoc which if Part of the Mim ; Tiisles.^ Digiiitie.s 
Orders may ibmetimes, and often do fall \ipon the 
meaneft Spirits, but yet I own oiir Keverence ou^ht 
to follow them where>evar they go» pro^rided, &»X 
Wifdom and Greatnefi of Mind CDu'd becommu^ 
nicated aloii^ with them| . ■■■ >■ but w« know,, 
there is no £ch Vertne in them. -t<-^ It is iaid, In- 
deed, that boQgfat Wit improves a Man's Under-' 
fhmdbing^ . but wtf are. iiire,.that eren a bongbc 
Titk leaves a JMm as gre^t a \Fool as it found 
him.

Year after Year, humbling thcmielves to the 
SeroilHy of Slaves, and doing all his dirty Dnid- 
gery, for the bare Proroife of being invefted with 
a String, or call'd by another Name ; and if they" 
bavp got it at laA^ they have got that which would

I dcttt meat} by jdbk, thac a Man ftouM be de« 

fpis'd merely for ivis Title, or he made the J5iirff tsf 
Ridicule for weariog the Enfign of fome Order» 
theft Things only bring him more into publick 
¥iew^ ff he <»» &Kid tbc Teft of £xamina£LOiu if 
his Mind be noble, his Jf^rt }uft and couragious» 
if his Country has pi^^fitttd by his Labours, mV 
Iteverence fhill rfte« hitt ^fih the reft ; but I 
wou*d not have ttoft TMngs throvKn in to make up 
for a Defidency of Venue and 'H^oor. 

Cyrwf was wont to fay, that he that is rais*d abov^ 
the coitHnon People, ougfiit to hare Ibmc Qualifi- 
cations a>»ve the*comm«it'lP^lr; and iiviien .1 
meet si Mart rich in Veituebeydi<tf the vulgar Herd, 
(thc^lie flit>dld eortd^fcettd «fo 46^ 4n G§npfiantc 
wirir the <jiift6m Tofther-WWld'^^ fe> aceej* of 
Tltlfes) yet I will tifear him in iny 'Hearty ay, in my 
n^art (f Hearts - — but ifl fliould behold k Lump 
of Qay moulded by the Hands of a firft MinSftcf 
tOaH bale Ufcs, I fliould Mulfli redded than the Rib, 
bonwMch it wears, aihamed that I fhoijld be cX

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J^T cannot but have been obftrved that, 
when a Report was^ (bread of a Bill 
intended to be brought into Parlia- 
menty againft Penfioners in the Houie 
of Commons, that the Kews was 
received with univerfal Satisfaction 
by the People without Doors, and, when it had 
gone through the Houfe of Commons, it was thought 
to be out of Danger, (as the Term was) for the 
World made no Doubt but it would pals the Houfe 
of Lords.

Some of the Reafbns for the Bill we have al- 
ready produced, but there are fb many more,; 
that we cannot wonder the People without Doors 
ihould be always aeainft Penfioners in Parliament ;' 
for, firft, they are morally fiire that it is 
their Purles which muft pay thole Penfions, nor 
can it enter into their Heads that thefe Penfions 
are given to make the Members more vigilant and 
watchfol to guard the Liberty of theSubjed againfl 
the Deftgns and Encroachments of an ambitious 
or a corrupt firfl Minif^er, for thofe who are 
acquainted with the Depravity of humane Kature 
will always be of Opinion tbat Men who receive 
Penfions will be entirely under the Diredtion and 
Influence of thofe who have it in their Powct* to take; 
them away or increafe them. 




E J Satua* 
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fN a late Difirouric, we ihew'd with 
what Cautions and limitations our 
Parliaments granted Moncjr to the 
Crown, in thoie Days when EMglan^ 
was high in Power and Eepiitatioii 
Abroad, as well as contetK at Home ;* 
and, as it is demonftrable that theie Bleflings were 
deriv'd to this Kation bythe Repre&ntatives fiuth-. 
fully diicharjgiiig their Truft to the People who 
choie them, it will not be amiis to expatiate a little 
further upon tliis Subje A. 

It muft be obierv'd^ that whenever Money was 
granted to the Qown, the Service for which it was 
granted was ^t down in the Statute, that the Mi- 
niHers might not opiiapply tc» and whoever examines 
the f arliameot Koils will not find it exprefi*d in. 
any Statute^ nor is there an Example handed down, 
to us by Hiilory; that ever the Commons of Eng- 
Und granted Money for maintaining Alliances, or 
maki^ good Engagements with roreign Powers, 
or raiung Ei^ates fbrSycophants^ or the like ; — 
far perhaps they might low upon fuch Things ^: 
injurious and diihonourable to a Nation which h^ 
always had Strength enough (^wcll manag'd) to de- 
fend itfelf. ' . 

In the Statute call'd Confirmatiof^s Cbartarumy it 
is expreis'd that all I'axes inall be^ranted, not on- 
ly by the common Confent of the Kealm, but like- 
ifc ife for the common Profit of it ; and my Lord Cokt^ 
ff^aking of that Statute^ fays^ that it is therebv 
. -^ ■ I cna&edy 
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enafiedy that eveiy .2ft/» TaA^ or ^sihftf nmft 
Ittfc two Propertics,*^the one in ^ Cr^tion, viz* 
That it be given hf the conunon Conlcnt of the 

wlude Realm in Birlianent the other in tfaa 

Eieeodooof ttf tliat it be tndv employed fix* the 
common Benefit of the whole Realm, and not fer 
ffhmiB P0ckaSi or odier lecret Uies, which laft 
Words, widi thefi, for ifo ccmmm Pfifi of it, &yi 
ny Audior, were injorioufly and oomiptly omitted 
in one of the Inqirdfions of the Statutes, for fimie 
cunning and knaviili Courtier had prevail'd upon 
the PuDliiher of the Stttutes toiumprefs that Qxafk, 
'bcaa3& k encountered his private intereft. 

Thoe have been <rften little Knaves and Panfices 
at Coort, who had a great Defire, out ^ the Mo^ 
ney nanted (at the Service and oommoQiProfit of 
dK Realm, to have raifcd vaft Porttwes to them-' 
felves and Fannlies, and to have doiie Nodut^ for 
it, but to have made Blinds fi>r the Parliament, and- 
fo have made Speeches, and to have framed Pre- 
tences for the Continuance of fuch Taxes. 

ISnt however, whenever fiich Tlnt^js were done^ 
they wa«, fer the moft Pan, di&over*d and taken 
Kocice of by Parliament, and ieverely puniib'd. 

In the Rein of Ham the fixth, mUhm Jk U 
tifolj DtAe •fSi^M^ a Man of the greats Confi- 
denuion and Intereft in the Kingdom, was banifh* 
ed^ut of the Dominions of England fer five Years, 
on Articles of Impeachment, exhibited ageunft htm 

by the Houfe or Commons ; One of whkrh 

was, ibr caufiog part of the Subfidies granted for 
die Defence or the Realm, and Safeguard of the 
Seas, to be applied to other Ufes. 

If we don't meet with theie Impeachments more 
fre^nt in our Parliament Rolls, it is no doubt 
owing to the appropriating Oauies befere-mention'd, 
which were always inierted, and which kept the- 
Minifters witliin due Bounds. 

In 
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■ In Tiltste mach later than anv yet quoted, vre 
ftall find a great Exadnels to nave been obierv'd 
in thofe Foints, evoi in the Reign of King Cbaries 
the Second, in the Adt for disbanding the Blacks 
Heath Atmy^ particular Care is taken that all the 
Monj^y rais*d by the iaid kdc ihould be paid into 
the Hands of the CommiiEoners' therein nam'd, 
who are to pay it to the Uies and Purpofes therein 
exprefs'd, nor was there any Attempt made to 
evade the (aid A^, tho* there "were, at that Time, 
Men of Craft, as well as great Wit at Court ; — 
and thk A6fc went further m Favour of the Liberty 
of the Subjed, for there was a Provifb in it, 
which forbad the quartering of Soldiers in Houfes 
without the Content of the Owners, which, as be-: 
neficial as it was to the Peo'ple^ was not thrown- 
out bv the Upper Houie, by any Tamperings of - 
the Minifters, either with ffttHual or Umparai 
I-ords. 

And this brings to my Mind the Shifts and Ex- 
pedients the Commons of Ej^Umd have fomerimes 
been forced upon, at fuch Times as corrupt Mini- 
fters have gain'd luch an Influence over the Upper 
Houie, as to prevail upon them to ftop luch Btlis 
35 were calculated by the Commons, in Favour of 
the SubjeAs Liberty, and that is by tackif^ Adts of 
Parliament together, which has often been pradifel 
with good Succels, 

My Lord Coh tells us, that {6 long ago as the 
Reign of Etiward the Third, the Parliament mnt- 
cd the ninth Part of their Grain, Wooll, and 
Lamb^to the IQng^ but it was upon Condition that 
the King would grant all their Petitions contain'd 
in a c&rtainSchtduk annex'd, which A£t pafs*d upon 
thofe Conditions, and the Parliament fat ibme 
Time after, and ma(te &veral other Afts that fame 
SciSons. 

But 
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But it vas thought that all theie Conditioaft veit 
not punAually comjply'd with, wfaerelbre aDochcr 
P^liament that lat (ooa after (for the fime Parl» 
Ixient never fat twice in tliofc Days) took Notice 
ofy and gave their Judgment upon it ; for the Kim 
havins defired an Aid q£ them aUa, they dedar'd 
it to oe the Opinion of the Lords and Comnionai 
thac all the ConditicKU anneiced to the Statute fiv 
gssodng the Ninths had not been comoly *d with in 
all Points, and that they did not think theSabjed 
obliged to pay any more of the faid Kxnth ; but if 
the SJn^ would be plea^ to grant 'em the aibre- 
£iid Thmgs, tc^cther with iome other .Petitions 
which they were now preparing to pre^nt him, 
.in Favoar of the Subjea, they would then give 
bim a reaibnable Anfwer tx> his- prefent Demand. 

In another Parliament of the iaid King, an Aid 
being demanded of the Commons, they granted k 
upon ieveral Conditions, which were then^expireA 
fid ; one whereof was, that iuch of the Petitions 
of the hA Parliament as remained unfatiaify'd 
flxould be immcdiirtely comply*d with ; — fc tnac 

ri the Performance of tne Conditions depended 
Snbfidy, for, according to the Opinion of oar 
Ancefton m Parliament, whenever the Conditions 
npon which the Tax was granted were broke, the 
Tax was to ceaft of Courfo ; (b that, by theie 
. wife Methods, as long as the Commons continQ*d 
uncorrupt, the Libeny of the Subjcd muft be iiife, 
\cx the Minifters be what they will, for a good fiiU 
could not mi(carry. 

My Lord Cah tells us, that it is an Ob(ervatioii 
which may be proved by a great Number of Prece». 
dents, that never any good Bill wasprefor'd, or - 
cood Motion made in Parliament, of which any 
Memorial is remaining in the JournaKBooks of 
Parliament, but by the Artifices or Influence of bad 
Miniflcrs they have foroetimes been thrown ouf^ 

yet. 
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Jet hrfrc been carried at laft, by the Vigilahcc and 
nduftry of fuch Mcti as had the Good of thdt 
Country at Heart, of liirhich my Lord Coke has given 
many £samples in his Chapter of Ward sttd 
Livery. 

Nay, even in the Memory of Man, a Thing of 
this Nature fell out beyond the Expcdtation of all 
horieft Men, and a Bill which milcarried Ycat 
after Year for a long SpaCte of Time, at length, 
by the Interpofitioti of Providence fiiccecdcd, a 
Bill which may, (if duly put id Execution) prc- 
ftfve the Freedom of Parliament, and drive out the 
Poiibn which had almoft tainted the very Root of 
our GonfHtution. 

I hope the Succeis of that Afiait will keen our 
Patriots in Heart, that they may not, through Dc- 
Ipair, give Up the Cauie of Honour, but that it 
will be an Encouragement to pulb and promote all 
juft afld worthy Attempts, and particularly one, 
ti^n which in a »-eat Meafiire depend the Honour 
of the Crown, the Freedom and Qtiiet of the Pco^ 

fie, and even the Good of PoftcrSy ; I hope, 
iay, that, notwithftanding they have been onct 
defeated in this honourable Attempt, they will puflk 
it a^ain and again, and I don't doubt but the good 
Genius of England will at laft prevail, and we ihaXL 
ice a Bill carried, which may put an End to a Prac« 
ticc which is become the Difgrace of the Engllfb 
Name, and a Diihonour to Morality and Religioh 
itielf, and, if they will confidcr hov/ many vain 
Attempts were made in former Parliaments to takft 
away Wardfhips, and to carry ic)mc other Things 
tencling to prcfcrve the pubhck Liberty, and yet 
tiiat they lucceeded at laft, they will have- no Caufc 
to defpair in this. 

But let us return to our Subject, the Dcfign of 
•wiiich is to fhcw the Pra^icc of^ old Englijb Parlia- 
.jiscnts, in Reipedt to the Crown ; and "next let ns 

con- 
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confider their Proceedings in Relation to the Re* 
4tc(s of Grievances, which generally was th^ firft 
Thing they enter'd upon, and. was always taken 
Care of before any Money-BiUs were paUed ; — - 
for among our Ancefiors one of the ormcipal Ends 
of calling of Parliaments was for the Redrefs of 
Grievances which may happen ; and this in formec 
Days wa$ fo well known, that, when Wdts. have 
been iflued out ^r (ummoning Parliaments^ our 
JCings ufually lent their Writs to the Sheriffs of the 
(everal Counties, to (qmmon all Peribns to give in 
their Complaints of Grievances againft the Nunifters 
of State, and other great Officers of the Realm. 

The Houie of Commons being the general In* 
quifitors of the Nation, have ufually taken Care to 
Impeach fuch Persons at Court as have given ill 
Advice, or n^ilinanaged the publick Affairs, either 
at Home or Abroad, and, where the Nature of the 
Crimes, or the Proof of them, could not well 
bear Impeachment, the Commons of England have 
made Complaints to the King, and, on their bare 
Suggeftion of Cnmes in Penbns about the Court, 
the Accuied have generally been removed. 

The Parliament Rolls give us many Inftances, 
wherein our Parliaments nave proceeded in this 
Manner. In the 29th Year of Harry the Sixth, 
the Houfe of Commons nray'd the King that the 
Duke of Somer/et^ and aoout thirty more, might 
be abandoned and removed from the king's Prelence 
durin]^ their Lives , and that not one of them 
fhould be allow'd to come within twelve Miles of 
the Court, and the Reafon given for it \s^ — -pr thmt 
the People ffpke E^il of them, I would have fcipe of 
our ^lcn in Employments and their Underlings take 
Notice of this, that. a Manf 6emg evil ff then of by tb$ 
Ffofle was a fUfficicnt Caufe pf Diigrace, and let 
^hem neycr make an Outcry about Calumny agaijift 
any Muu whp labour:^ under an univerfal llatred. 

But 
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Bvet let as Ifae wh&t ^d die Kit^ anfwer iti thit 
Caie ; he fidd he nw inl^at they %tmfd dl depair 
fhmi Ms FiPdencb, ahd' edhttnae bniiilLM ibr a 
TeaTi tifid in tktt mean l%ne all People tt&gbtAo 
their Endearoun to find oat Matter a^sonft them, 
ki order to their being iinpedchM ; and this latisiy\i 
nie Ccmfflions. 

** If ever we fliooM fee a hated Minifler re- 
** nior*d from all Power, and banifli'd from the 
'^ Kin]g ; if, in that Situation, he challenges his 
^ Enemies to impeach him, I ftall make no douhc 
•* of his hcing a Mart of Honour. 

In the 5th "Year of the Reign of ^/iny the Fourth, 
the Commons re^oefted the Lords to move the 
King, that the King's Confeflor, and ibmet>thers, 
might be moved out of his Majcihr's Houfe, which 
iffz& done accordingly. — — The mi Confeflbr and 
the Others were brought into Parltamem, before 
the King and the Lords ; th^ ^^S ^^<^t t^^^t ^ to his 
own Part, he knew of no Cauft vrhy thejr fliould 
he mov'd, except that they were hated by the Peo- 
ple, and therefore he charged them,^ in the Pre- 
[ence of the Lords, to depart from ms Houfi, ac- 
coiriing to the I>efire of the Parliament ; and the 
Kine was pleaied fiirriier to lay, that he would do 
the like by arty other that was about his Royal 
Perfbn, if he ^ere in the Hatnd and htdignation of 
the Pecpk. 

In the Reign of Erf<r^</ the ITiird, an Aid was 
demanded of the Commons, for maimatning th^ 
War againft the Enemy, and particularly for de- 
fending the Seas ; the Aiifwer of the Commons was 
(after their Protcftation of Alledanccto the King) 
that, if the King had faithful Counfcilors anct 
OflScers, he could not but have been the richelt 
Prince in Enrofey and therefore they require thac 
the Fafjbpods and Crafts of certain of the King's 
Coun&lkMns and Officers may be tried and panifhcd» 

which 
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¥r&ich would be a Means of maintaining his, Wars 
long, without any Chaise to the People. 

Thereupon one Rubdrd Lymst lometimes a Mer« 
chant, and alio Farmer of the Kine'ii Culloxns, and 

Treaforcr and Receiver of his Subfidies, for 

combining with the JQn£s CrtdiUrs^ to have Part of 

their GMn^, likewifc/»r buyintr of the Kings Belts 

4tl an Under-Ratty and makht the King pay the <vhot$' 

Suntf for tahng Brocage tor obtaining Payment, 

of the King*s Creditors, out of the Money owing 
them ; he was fentenced, that his Body, Lands, 
Goods and Chattels ihould be at.the Kind's Pleadire 
and Difpolal ; and, in the fame Parliament, for 
the like Oflcnccs, was the Lord Nev/l caUd to an 
Account, and, befidcs the criminal Punirtiments, 
iie was ordei'*d to make RefHtution to 4ie Partiei 
from whom he had taken Brocage. 

Thus did this Parliament proceed to the Trial 
and Condemnation of Offenders, before they would 
proceed to a Subfidy, by which they warded off a 
ieavy Tax from the People. 

I know the Time has been, when a Man in a 
great Of&ce has cominnei with the King^s Creditors^ to 

have Part of their Gain^ that he has been known 

to buy the King*s Debts at an Under^Rate^ (if Army 
Arrears be Debts) and made the King pay the 

whole Sum, that he has taken lar^e Brocage of tie 

Kings Creditors J and yet neither his Life, Lands, 

^ nor Goods, have been forfeited, but it is to be 
hoped it will never be fo again.

. Ko Doubt this Alteration is vaftly for the better,, 
and fbme Men are of Opinion that it is owing to tlie 
long Continuance of Parliameilts, as well a3 to the 
great Kumber of worthy Gentlemen in Employ- 
h: ments fitting there, that thcjgood Harmony betwixt 

the Minifters and the Repre(cntativc« of the Peo]plc 
has fubfifted, without the leaft Interruption, for 
many Years paft, and I will not difpute but it may 
be owing to this that our prelent wife and able Mini- 
fters have been able to raife this Nation to its pre- 
ient Pitch of Glory, that they have been able to 
gain us €[i much Keputation Abroad, as well a« 
cftablifli an iinivcrlal Content and Prolperity at 
Home 

If a ftrong Oppofition had prevailM in Parliament, 
againft the Meafures of our prelent wife and able 
^iiuiftcrsy as has lbmetii;nes happened againft for- 
mer 
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tftcr Minittcrs, in the Height of their Power, infor- 
mer Parliament^, if they had been impeach'd, or if 
the Houie would have proceeded upon no Bufincis 
*till they ihould be removed from tne Peribn and 
Councils of the King ; I fay, if all this had happen- 
ed before the Treaty of Hanowr was made, before 
the Treaty of Seville^ before thofe Expeditions to 
the IfeJi'Ittdses^ to the Coaft of Spah, to the Bal- 
tkk^ not forgetting that glorious one to SpHhead^ and. 
other Minifters had been put in their traces, what 
muft have become of this poor Katioj ! 

It is true all thcfe Things were difapprov'd by 
fbme Gentlemen in the Hou&, who in partiailar 
exerted all their Might to oppo(e the maintaining a 
Body of HeJJtan Troops at the Expence of Ettglofidj 
and what ismoft ftrange is, that they fhould be Per- 
fbns of the greatcft Popularity as well as the moft 
confiderablc for their lland Edates among the £»^- 

Ujh Commons.- 1 Ihall not take upon me to 

queftion thefe Gentlemen for their Conduct in 
rarliament. Humamtm efi errare. But as I have 
heard of thoie Notions which tnifled them in thefe 
Affairs, I ihall produce thofc Arguments which I 
have heard urg'd by their Friends, and leave it tOf 
the Publick to ccnlure them, if it thinks fit. 

They imagined that the maintaining Co great ^ 
Body of foreign Troops mufl be a vaft Burthen to 
the People of £>i^/^i,e(pecially fince it did not ap* 
pear to them that they could be of the leaft Ufe^ to 
her Defence ; our Fleet aion^ has ever been (uJfici- 
ent both to.fecure us from all Attacks, and to 

protedfc our Trade ; If we had no Fleet, thefe 

Troops are too far off to fecurc us from any fudden 
Invanon, and I think it has not been pretended that 
they could protedt our Merchants either againft 
the Spamards or tlie Py rates. 

They confiderM with what Caution and Parfimony 

our AnCeftor's gave away the People's Money.—

In former Times, when England was content and 
happy at Home, as vfcW as powerfbl Abroad, out 
Parliaments were extreamly backward in granting 
Taxes or maintaining Armies, having as much 
Refpc^fc to the iDoration as to the Nature of them, 
and extreamly jealous concerning the End and 
Purpofe to wnich they might be employ'd ; and bc- 
iidcs all this, whenever they granted Money to the 
Crown, they took Care to have new, good, and 
Vhollbme Laws enaded, and all the Gncvancesof 
the People rcdrell'd. 

And it is nor without good Reafbn that the Peo- 
ple of England have Caufe to appehend new Prece- 
dents, for my Lord Cokt obfcrves, in his lecond 
IvfittuUy when any ancient Law or Cuftom of Par- 
liament is broke through, and the Crown jpoffefs'd 
of a. Precedent, it will be found ver^ dimcult to 
reftore the SuVed to their former Freedom and 
Liberty. 

I am not here going to take Notice of a great - 
Army maintained in Time of Peace, which, tho' 
fiipposM to be kept up for a Year, has now laftedib 
Jong , and is grown into fuch a Precedent, that the 
Oihcers of the Army would now think it Im- 
pudence in the Subjeft to oppofc it.— —I Ihall 
iay nothing of the Sufpcnfion of the Habeas Corfsu 
A (ft, nor need I remark upon the Septennial Bill, 
for almoft every Man in England is, by this Time, 
a Judge whether that Alteration was defignM to fc- 
cure the Libeny of the Subjed, or to fecure Mi- 
nii^cr.f. 

I fhall go back to former Times for Examples 

1 find our Hiftorians have obferv'd, that, iH 

the Reign of I^any the fifth, the EngUjb Domini- 
ons in Frame were invaded by a great Army ; this 
Prince, \^ ho was the mildeft in the Cabinet, and 
the braveft in the Field, obtain'd a Grant for a 
Subfidy of Tonnage and Poundage, during hfe Life-, 

in 
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in order to enabk him to recover the juft Rights of 
tli^ Crown oi ^EngUfidy which was th^ firft Grant 
of that Kind that ever was n?»de botany EnffJiJh Par- 
Gament ; and tho^there was an ejqpcefS Provifo in the 
laid Gr^nt, that the like ihould oever be granted 
to any other King in, future Times, yet all the 
Kings ait<sr him h^d i; during Li^e, and infilled 
upon it as a &ight„ tbihkipg themfclves ill ufcd 

that it flxould be difputcd;?-^ --ib fojrcible (fay* 

my Author) is a. Precedent fix'd to the Crown, add 
Iwnat Proviib you will. 

Next we fludl tal^e Kotice. of wh^t pai^'din the 
Rei^ oi Edfwaatd^i^ iVvr^r a Reign (lay the Hi> 
ftonans) than which Nothing can be imagined Qiore 
glorious and triumphanc* th^ Fame of this Prince 
reaching to. remqt^ and barbarous Nation^, and^ all 
Foreimei^s euvjrii^ thiSN Happmefs ,of the. EngVJb 
Subje&s.ia bis rime; <a Prince who, was liird Uk 
Father of Orphans, and all diftreis'd Perfons, ge- 
nerous ill. coafepriiM;. Fayours upon Men of true 
Merits modeftand:munbIc;inProlperity, and never 
dejedted in Advfer/tty; a Prince more relpcftcd, 
more beIov*d» and becto: ierv'd, than any of Im 
Predecei£)rs had ever beenu , . ' 

. But let us fee with, what a tend«r Regard to the 
People our Parliaments adiedin granting Money to 
a Prince fi) belov'd by thci% and ih honour *d by all 
the Worid. 

My Lord GAe has cited a Paflagc out of the Par- 
liament Rolls to. this EflFeft, That in a Parliament 
held in the 5>th of Edward the third, (in order to 
enable the King to profccutB the War with Vigour> 
it was moved timt a Subiidy ihould be eranted of a 
new Kind, but the Commons anfwered.niat it would 
be ncceflary for them to have Conference with the 
People of their feveral Counties, Qties, and Bok 
roushs, who had put them in Trujft, bcfbye they 
could treat of any (uch Matter. 

F J Such 
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Such a .Parliament might very well be ftiled the 
true Rcprcfentativcs ot the People ; and if thcGeo^^ 
tlemen who have fb freely voted for maintaining 
a Body of Hejpan Troops, at the Expence of E^g^ 
land^ have confulted their Principais» (i mean thoie 
they i*epreient) and know it to be confiftec^ with 
their Sentiments, he muft be a ba(e Incendiaiy who 
would infinuate any thing againft it, or even en- 
deavour to put the People out of Humour with Sep- 
tennial Parliaments. 

But let us return to our Subjed;, and fhew the 
Pradice of former Parliaments in Calcs of this Kind. 



In the thirteenth Year o^ the Reisn of the 
fame great Prince, Edward the thirds »ie War, 
which had been carried on with great Condud:, 
Bravery and Succefi, not being finilned, a Suf^ly 
was wanting to bring it t04in happy Condufion, and 
it being propofixl to the Commons, that they would 
grant the tenth Pait of their Com, Wooll, and 
jLambs for two Years ; the QMnnxms anfwer*d,— • 
that they were not infenfible that the Neccffity of 
Afiairs i^uir'd a Supply, and tliat they thoufi;nt it 
very reafbnable it ihould be granted to the Jving, 
becauie he had proceeded & wifely in the Bufinefi 
he had undertaken, both for his own Honour, the 
ijlory of the Kation, and the Good of the People^ 

and they pray 'd God to continue his Vi^nes ; 

but> tho* they were very well convinced of the Rea^ 
fonablenefs of this Aid, and had ftrong I^clinati* 
i)ns to grant it, yet th^y thought they could not in 
Jufiice proceed ib far till they had taken Counlel 
and Advice of the People they reprefcnted, and 
therefore they pray 'd the King, that he would let 
them go into their relpe^ve Countries, and that he 
would call another Parliament, for that the Men»- 
bers talking with the People about this. SuDplf» 
would come up very well inftruded in their Send- 
ir<cu:$, — and it was done accordingly . 

This 
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This wai'the trtie Method of preierving^ an Har« 
iDOoy between Kmg and People, whkh will always 
be broke by the Davkes of a bale and wickoA Nfi- 
nifter, whenheiendeavoiiirs to comipt the Repre* 
ientatives of the People to gtvt a -fian&ion to his 
Crimes ; when he- nmlces them open the Pur&s of 
the Peo|^le to gratify his own Avat ice ; Thin^^ I 
lay, which ma& ^treate general Dii<«ontents, if not 
mofce violent Diftvirbances^ as maj be proved by 
many Infbuices^ where we have theSatislkdtion <n 
jR^ng that inch wicked Meafures generally ended 
fai the Deaths of the bafe Contrivers, Promoters^ 
and Managers of them^ 

But we ihall defer this Point to another Time ; 
we are now ihewing that it has been the confiant 
Cufioai of Eag^ rarHaxaMts, whenever Money 
has been demandcdi even upoo inch Ei^ndes as 
Wars with Foreign Powers, for the Commons to 
anfwer, that they h^ve a Regard or Tender for the 
Kind's Mate, and are willing he ihould be aided, 
but m a new Tax or Subfidy, they dare not agree 
without Conference with, their Pnncipal^; and if 
my Lord Gki's Avthorky be of any Weight, he 
will tdl us that this^is warrantabie by the Law and 
confiant Coftom of Parliament. 

Bat even when Paiiiaments did give Taxes in the 
Manner afbre^d, for Fore^ Wars, they provided 
againft the Continuance oi them, as may be feen 
by the Stanite call'd Cn^mitianej Chartamm^ which 
ena&s, that Aids, Sublidies^ or Taxes, granted to 
the King, for carrying on his Wars, ihould not be 
taken for a Cuflom. 

The Lord Cokt made a Comment upon this Statute^ 
wherein lie fays, that the King had obtain'd, by 
free Coqfem, and Good-will in Parliaments prece- 
dent. Aids, Subfidies, and Task, for the Mainte- 
nance of his Wars in Foreign Parts* which, not- 
withflanding sixtf were granted in ftui Parliament, 

yet. 
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yet, as here it appeareth many Men doubted, might 
her^fier turn to the Damage of the Subje&s of the 
Realm ; for it was holden that they ought not tor 
contribute to the King's Wars out of the Realms 
and thereupon t&£iw»t Earl of Hereford and Effe*^ 
High Conftableof En^and^ and B'^oty Earl of Ni?r^ 
filk^xASt^(dky and High Marihal of England^ (for 
that it coQccrncd Matters of Arms and Wars) ex- 
hibited a Petitipn to the King in Frtnch^ in the 
twenty-fifth Year of Edward the firft, which waa 
before the making this Statute, which I have ieen 
anciently recorded> on Behalf of the Commons of 
England^ on Beljalf of the faid Matter, and thcre-i 
npoQ the King, at this Parliament, yielded to this 
A&f that fuch Aids, Tasks or Takings ihould not 
be drawn to<3afl:om^ Sor any. thing that had been 
done on that EehaUi^, 

But my Lord dikTurthcBP-aids, that this, Mattel 
was never in C^uict until it was- more particularly ex- 
plain'd by divers Afts of P^liament, which he' 
there draws into one Body of a Law, divided into 
:^veral Branches, and then iiibjoins this Reniark ; 
** Which A^ of Parliament are bitt declaratory . 

•* of the ancient Laws of England." And act^ 

cording to this ancient Law, the Omunons, after 
the. fame declaratory A€ts of Parliament, when this 
Point concerning raiiing Taxes, or Subfidies, for 
the Maintenance of Wars out of England^ came m 
C^eftion, made their continual Claim of their an- 
cient Freedom and Birth -right, as ia the Reigns of 
Harry the Fifth, and Harry the Seventh, and more 
particularly in the Reign of the heroick Harrj the 
Fifth, the Commons of England made Proteftations 
that they were not bound to raile Money for the 
Maintenance of Wars in Scdtandy Ireland^ Calais^, 
FrancBy Normandy y or other Foreign Parts,, and 
caufcd their Proteftation to be cnter*d into the Par- 
liameot-RollSy where they yet remain. 

In 
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• tn the Pumew of the Statute 6f the aforc- 
Bicntioii'd Harry the Fifth, it is exprcfly rocntion'd 
that thcv gave the Tax for the fpccial Defence of 

the Kealm of En^Umd^ -^ and all Taxes were 

fcrmerly appropriated m this Mariner.- What 

was rais'd on the Land was appropriated to our De- 
icncc at Home ; for as Scotland was not at that Time 
united to England^ we were fubjeft tolnvafionsfrom 
thence, but now while we keep up our Fleet we 
are expos'd to none, «■ and tonnage and ?w»- 

dage^ and Taxes of the like Nature were applied 
coflifantlv for the keeping and Safe-guard ot the 
Seas, and for the Intcrcouric of Merchants, fafely 
to come into the Realm, and lafelj to go out of the 
6mc. 

We fhall, upon fbme other OccaCon, jurfue 
this Subje^, and fhew in what Manner, and with 
what Limitations, E»^/j^ Parliaments have always 
given the People's Money to the Crown.

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iRlST'O^LE fays, that the Theatre is

Sophoclesj who, bccaufe of the Swcctnefs of his 
l^umbers, was fimamed the Bee^ and the u4tBensan 

gren^ commanded the Array of the Jthenians^ in 
[>njunftion with Perhkt ; yet we find this fe Worn 
• V takca 
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taken Notice of by ^ Htftoriam, as bein|^ a Gtrconf-' 
ftance 'which could no way raife his Chara&er^ 
therefinx they generally ipcak of him oulv as th^ 
Tragick Poet, as if that were the greater Name of 

the two ; thus wc find that Chenitis and Senie 

^ recommend^a Man to Fame wtth fiiturc Ages^ l|e- 
yond Power ahd Command. 

Enrf^dts was tlwHiglit worthy of the Friendfliip of 
the divine Socratej, and both the one and the other 
of thefe Poets were ftiled the IFife^ both by Oracles 
and Philolbphcrs. 

There have been few Men great either in Arms 
or in the Afiairs of State, who, if they have not 
writ, yet have diiQbin£uiihed thcmfelves for their de- 
licate Taftc in the writings of others ; the Scifio's 
and the C4far\ the greaicfl Names of Antiquity, 
after fobduing Nations, have retired to the Mufts, 
and the firft of theie not only encouraged but ai&ft- 
cd <r€fence in his Comedies ; and we are toid that 
Julius Cafat himfelf wrote a Tragedy, and indeed 
'wn^^v "" ' his Commentaries, which are come down to us, 

five us la fuffident Specimen 'of the great Force of 
is Eloquence. • -^ 

When the wife JtmuRus governed the Roman'Em-' 
pire, the Temple of Janus was Ihut, ^o that thci^ 
being Peace all over the World, this great Empc-l 
ror had Leilure to follow his generous Inclinations, 
and to encourage all polite Arts, and therefore it 
is no Wonder that a M^cenas was made firft Mini- 
fter, and that Virgil^ Horace^ and Livy^ were often 
made Choice of for his Companions in Converlation ; 
and tho* it may look as if the Emperor had highly 
honoured thofe -Men by luch a Familiarity, yet it 
is certain, when we come to confider Things right^ 
we fliall find that lie honoured himlcif mu<3i more, 
for /^^// and //i;r^r« would have met with tliefame 
Efteem from all Ages which they have done, tho* 
Jugufius had never taken Notice of them ; but Ju^ 
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^yliri would have met with much lefi, and hiiRe« 
putation would hav€ wanted half its Gloty, for it 
as his Relilh &r their Convedation which at this 
Day gives us ib advantagious an Idea of the fino 
Underftaffding and delicate Tafte of that Prince^ 
fince a very little Experience teaches us to know 
that there never was a Fool or an ignorant Man 
who was captivated widi the Company of Men of 
Senfe, as, on the contrary, there never was a Man 
of Senie who could be pleaftd with that of a 
Fool. 

Poets and Philofophcrs are the fit Ornaments of 
a Court, that is to lay, of a polite and a Ibnfibie 
Cpurt, liich as was that of Jugnfus^ hut Fidlers» 
Singers, Buffoons, and Scock-johoers, would beft 
fiiitthc Court of a ^ihifm$ or a JNfr#, where Stupi- 
dity, Lewdnefs and Rapine fatin Council, and ex- 
erted )BXi their Screngdi, in Oj^fmon to every 
thing that waslfenHble and ii^enious. 

We find that Fools and Tyrants bear the lame 
Antipathy to Men of Parts, tho* from difierent 
Caufes ; the Fool cannot reiifli the Gonveriation of 
thofe whole Sentiments are above his Apprehenfion, 
and the Tyrant thinks luch Men dangerous, becaufc 
they fee and underftand too much. 

Thus Shakeffear has vdry judicioufly put into the 
Mouth oi Jftlmi Gtfat a Remark upon Caffms^ 
when, Ipeaking to Mark Anonyj he iays 

C«e/ Yon Cajftus has a lean and hungry^Look ; 
He thinks too much ; -^ luch Men are dange- 
rous. 

Jnt, Fear him not, Ge/ir; — he's not dangerous} 
He is a noble Romany and well given. 

C^f. Yet, if my Name were liable to Fear, 
I do not know the Man I would avoid 
As ibon as that fpare Cajfms ; — lie reads mucli| 
He is a great Oblerver, and ht looks 
^itp thro* the LHeds (f Mm. That 



Thus it wHlbe with all Men who eserdfe^a^i 
unjuft Power, or even exerciie that which is juft in 
a violent and arlutraiy Manqer ; they dread that 

food Sen& which can look through the Deeds of 
ien, and hate the Mao who can fee the Corrup- 
tioa of ttieir Hearts through the IXijeuife they put 
on with an Intent to deceive the World. ■■ 
The private Hours of a M^utnai might be dedica* 
ted to the Converiatioh of a VtrgU^ a Horace^ or a 
Lhojt but look into the Life of a » , you will 

find, in the Height of his Pride and Vanity, no-* 
thing admitted into his Privacy but ,a Sharper^ a 
Pimpy or a Stock-jobber ^ fbr .theft arc the Tools of 
Corruption, the proper Inftruments of Fraud, and 
without a ConCcderacy with theft there is no ruin- 
ing Families by Proje^, and raifing a Fortune ia 
a Day. 

But little do the Great fbmetimes think how 
much the World interefls itftlf in the Favours 
which arc fliewn to Men of Genius. 

The G^L-eat Man who is the Patron of Sciences 
obliges a whole Najdon, and every private Maa 
thinks hiroftlf a Sharer in the Bounties which are 
beftowed upon Perlbns of that Charadter, becaufe 
every Man cxpcds to receive Improvement and 
Plealiire bv their Works, 

Cardinal Richlieu was undoubtedly the greatefl 
Politician of the Age he lived in, or of any fincc, 
and one would think, bv his Beneficence to all 
who difcover'd any Spark of Genius, tliat there 
muft be a Sympathy betwixt the Souls of Men of 
comprehenfivc Parts ; but what I am gobg to bb- 
ftrve is, that not a Fnnch Man has lived fincc his 
Time but has thought Frapce more oblig'd to this 
Minifter for reviving Arts and Sciences than for 

embarralling the Enemies of his Country. Nay 

J believe we may carry this Obftrvaiion much far- 
Uieri and venture to auert, tiiat there has not lived 

one 
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Man«f Siaa&j thde ieventteen Hundred Years, 
cff aA}r Co^tf^) but ha» neverenced the Memory 
of Mdcmas for the Erieiidilii]^ aodt^atronage he 
afforded to ^^i/^and ^^4rt, 

Atid^iSiere w go«d ^Staafba £>r. our paying this 
Refpe^to the PatroasfandrBemfadkocs of the Inge- 
niousy for a Kingdom lOi^res a Figuce amongft her 
Keighboun 9C6€vding >to the Reputatian of her 
Men of Lettei^ ; Ihtmfibenes h ta DAy as great a 
Kame 8$ Jldbkidesj and hMy^toxicYi bonour'd in 
having produced a Virgil, as a Sctph^ and I be« 
lieve tMre is not a Man living hut beure a greater 
Reverence for the Memory of the Fi)ctSf€ftfir tlian 
for that of /if^*^. 

Kay y. we find the Influence of Letters, — ol 
Arts and Sciences, is greater than that of Arms. 
The Romans jfubdiied all the World, and yet 
were themfelves aiterwards over-run and fubdu'd 
bv the barbarous GMi and Fandaisy ib that they 
almoft loft the Name <^ a People, but they triumj[»h 
Ihill in their Poets and Hifiorians, ftill tney main- 
tain a kind of univerfal Empire in their Language, 
and he that is intirely ignorant of that Language, is 
efteem*d a kind of Barbarian at this Day in all 
Countries. 

Whcre-ever there is a M^cenasy a Ftrgil will 
ante, (lays Boileau) that is to lay, there wUl at ali 
Times be a Genius to be found amongft the People, 
but they muft be rais'd and brought into View by 
the Encouragement of the Great ; a TQrce will bring 
forth no Fruit uniefs the Sun ihines upon it ; it is 
the kind Warmth and Influence of that Planet that 
makes it bear, and Wit flourilhes beft when it feels 
thefriendly Warmth of Power. 

That wc may know a Man by his Company is an 
Obiervation that will hold good to the End of tha 
World i and if I (hould fee a Perfon in a high 
Station aftbciate principally with Perfons who had

What Man of Wk or Genius ever tafted 
of his Beneficence ? 

But| tho* no Man has undertaken to anArer* 
thele Queftton.s I hope the World will not take 
it for (granted that the Accu&tion is true^ fince I 
mylelCwho have pot the Honour to be very deep 
Ui his Intimacy, can give (bme Inftances to tte 
contrary. 

It is true, of late Tears, it has not been much , 
the Fafhion to dve Places or Peniiokis to Wits, ne* 
vcrthcleft the Publick has enter'd into a Method of 
gratifying thcni another Way, e^)ecially the Great 
atid tnc !Noble, that is, by nabicribios; nandibmdy 
to their Works ; .the late ingenious Mr, Pri§r^ ana 
the preient ingenious Mn PV^, both t^d of the 
publick Spirit of our Nobility this Way. 

I will not take uuon me to aflert that the Great 
Man we are now taking of was a Subfitiber to ei- 
ther of thoie two Poets ; I have €otdj^ Realbns to 
think he was not ; however, I can venture to aflure. 
thetn, that his Kame is to be 6en among the Sub* 
Icribers of another great Genius now living, I mean 
the celebrated Mr. Johnfon of CheJbiH ; for who*

The Tragedies of OKwty, the Comedies of /^ji(~ 
ri^««^, and ibmc of thoft ef Dry deny which have 
pleafhl all good Judges, bad fir(l the good Fortune 
to^ai^him. 

The Great Man wc art fpeakiog of icems to imi~ 
tate that Monarch in his Encouragement oi' Things 
of this Kind, for I am credibly informed that he 
three Tinie« graced wkh his Fiwncc' that fiiblin:c 
Drarna call'd the Hidory of 7om Thtmb, adcd at 
the little Houfe m the fshymarkft^. 

And yet the Dilttffeded would repreient him as a 
Barbarian in Wit, a« one rfiat has no Love for the 
Btlles Letfrtsy tho* it can be proted that there never 

was a great MintAer but wWat was otherwife ; 

but there is no Regard to be paid to the Virulence 
o€ tk«r envenonj'd Pens, for they would paint him 
as the verieft Bnngler that ever meddled with pul- 
lick Affairs, but let them do their worft, they can- 
not take from Ktm the Honour of having fbme Share 
ifi theXrania^ons c^ fear or five Years laft pas'. 
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* T is now fomt Months fince wc gave 
our Readers the Hiftory of the Fur- 
'fanti and the Bltmdersnl^ two incon- 
fiderable Fanulies of Fhttnce^ who 
lorded it over the City in as abfblute 
a Manner as if that Commonweahh 
and all its Revenues had been their private Inhe- 
ritance. 

The Dominion which they ^n*d was owing to 
the Bafenefs and Corrujption of the Kobility, who 
were funk into every Vice that can infect humane 
Nature, except one; the Vice they were free from 
was Diffimulation, for they publickly avow'd Q>r- 
ruption, acknowledg'd fiaieneis, and laugh'd at Ver* 
tue. Honour, and Reputation, as if Kothing had 
. been worthy the G>nficIeration of a Man of Qualit]^, 
except a Bribe or a Penfion. 

The very Name of a Guelt^ became odious t6 the 
People, for it was this Faraon, with the Fwfanti 
and the Blundetim at their Head, that introduced this 
Scene of Iniquity into every Branch of the Adminiftia- 
tion, infbmuch that Pierro Soderiniy a Man bred up in 
their Principles, but otherwiie a Perfbn of Honour, 
being griev'd at the declining State of his Country, 
and ieeing plainly that either the Commonwealth 
muft be ruin *d, or the Blundtritii and the Furfanti 
©vcrturn*d, he, in a publick Manner, oppos'd their 
ruinous Mcaliirds, and, before he left them, meet^ 
ing with the Heads of their Fa&ion| ipoke to them 
in the following Manner:

** fvefs the People with Taxes, and after they come

^ okticc in all the World as I have lately fccn in 
** this City. ■ ■.■ ... What is it that has giwn you 
** Authority to break in upon tlie s^ncient Confti* 
** tution of this Commonweahh ? Upon what Prc- 
** tctioc }& h that: yott make Laws, iocoafide^ with 
G 5 "a free 
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**■ free Government, unlefs it be to put a Bridle 
*» in the Mouths of the People, and to make them 
<* quiet and (ubmif&ve under the Hardihips which 
•* you are daily layinff upon them ? ■ I de- 

*^ clare, upon the Faith of a Man of Honour, that 
*' from henceforth I waih my Hands of you, and 
•* ihall do all in my Power to reftore the Common- 
•^ wealth to that Liberty of which you have left 
** Nothing but the empty Kame. 

Indeed he was as eood as his Word, that is to 
iay, he endeavoured to ifave his Country from the 
Kuin into which it was falling, he made his utrooft 
Effoits to roufe up a Spirit of Liberty in fome of the 
Senate, and to make otha^s aiham'd of their paft 
Condu^ ; but it was to no Purpofe ; the Infe&ion 
was fpread too far, and they kept one another in 
Countenance by their Numbers ; ^o that every Man 
who pretended to more Honeft v than the M!ajority 
became the Butt of their Ridicule, and they laugh'd 
at Virtue as if it was Spleen ; Honour, with them, 
was the Prejudice of Education, and publick Spirit 
the Symptom of a diftra^ted Mind. 
. Thus there appeared no Hopes of any Reformat!* 
on ; yet when Things were at worfl they took an 
unexpeded Turn, for as the greateft Fire begins 
from a little Spark, fo the Deftrudbion of thele Safe 
Fellows was theE£[e£t of a moft inconiiderable Cir- 
cumftance. 

It happened that a Man in a great Office, one of 
Senatorial Order, had a Dispute with a Plebeian of 
no great Wealth, but of good Repute ; it was con- 
cerning a Bit of Ground of inconfiderable Value, 
which lay betwixt both their Houies, and would 

have been commodious to the Great Man ; he 

therefore, fcnt for the Citizen, to treat with hiift 
;ibcut it, and found him refolute not to yield it to 
liim ; — iurpriz-'d to find that aPeribn of his Figure 
and Power mould be opposed by io obfcurc a Man, 

he 
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he be^ to ufe him with Scorn and Hauehdnelsj but 
tli^Qtizcn aflumedthe hone/I Boldnelsotputting him 
in Mind of what he was ; -^ he ipoke thus to him ; -« 
<< What is it that has made this' mighty Difference 
«* betwixt you and fne ? If you do not know^ I will 
** tell you. That String in which you pride your- 
<< ieif lb much; what is it but the Livery of the 
" moft hated Man that ever Ftarence produced, the 
•* infamous Fi/rf}m#/7 Whatis it but the very Badge of 
<« your Slavciy? This great Houfe, this mafly 
** rlate, and the(e numerous Attendants; do we not 
** know them to be the Wages of your Corruption? 
•* Yes, Sir, there is all the Di&rence between us 
** that there can be betwixt a Betrayer of hisCoun^ 
*• try and an honeft Citizen. 

Tnefc Words were no ibooer (poke but the Rich 
Man enraged calls up his Domefticks to revenge the 
Afiront ; the other gain'd the Door, and endea- 
voured to eicape, but he was cloiely purfued, upon 
which he call'd the People to his Afiiftance; the 
Crowd gather'di and enquiring into the Caufe of the 
Ctuarrel, they ibon repulied the Domefticks of the 
rich Man, and, as they had Reientment enough in 
their Hearts againft all the Fa^on, a little tning 
inflamed them, fb that they attack'd the Houie, and 
ftripp'd it, the Great Man narrowly escaping by 
Flight. 

By this Time the Tumult was increasM to an in- 
finite Mulmude ; all Fhrtnce was up^ and as they had 
long only wanted an Opportunity to revenge them- 
felves of their corrupt Governors, they ran from the 
Houfe of one to the other, ftripping them all, and 
doubtlels would have puU'd their Owners to Pieces, 
if they had notgot out of the Way. 

When the fuib Heat was a little over, many of 
them began to repent they had gohe {o far ; ■ ^ 
they had long been plundered, but had not been 
us'd to plunder^ and it lay a little heavy upon their

the Nighty to oonfiilt «M»dier what Goune to talo^

Travellers, that when ShiDs at Sea are

From hence (bme Statefinen have taken a Hint 
which has proved of great Ufe to them in certain 
critical Circumflances, tor at fiicb Times as popular 

DifconccQts 
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Dilcoiittiits have nm high againft them, and 
threatCD'd their total Deftradion, it has been com-* 
mon to throw oadbmediii^ to di^rert and amufe 
the People, iiich at a Plot, a Con^raqr, or an 
Enquiry aboot Nothiiq;, &V. which Method of 
Proceeding, bjr a merjr apt Metaphor, is cali'd 
throv;ing out the Tith. 

Nor can any thing be of jreater Uit towards 
hindering the Taloits of a firft Minifler from be* 
ing check'd by old Father Jmtimie^ the Law ; for, 
-when the Peopleare oporefi'dand abuied, they are apt 
to be difcontented, and when they are di&ontented, 
you hear them talk of Mothiog but Impeachments 
and Axes, and Halters, and the like, which mud 
be vaft Impediments to the Reiblution of a great 
Man ; — for great Pky it wou'd be that a Perion in 
a high Station, who loves fine Hou&s, and Gardens, 
-and Pi6kures and Statues, and Horles, and Hounds, 
and Wenches, and Fools, and Flatterers, fhould be 
oblig'd to fupprels the £xerct& of thole fine Talents, 
and be kept ixk Awe by the Murmurs of a diicon^- 
tented People. 

I therefore conceive that as often as a great Man, 
by a free and uncontrouled Exercife of his natural 
Vertues, has rais'd up a Spirit of Resentment and 
Hatred in a Nation againft him, it is highly neced*- 
rv to tlnw out the ^ub ; that is to (ay, to amule tlia 
Publick by {orac well-concerted Plot, which ratiy 
divert their Thoughts, and turn them from the Coor- 
fideration of national Grievances, and a^ the lame . 
time keep his Enemies in Awe ; for all thole that 
inveigh agamft Bribery, and Corruption, and fink- 
ing the publick Money, all thole, I lay, that talk 
ot Impeachments, may be brought into the Plot, or 
at lean they mav be tnreaten'd with it, which may 
be a Means of (topping their Mouths, and making 
the Perfbns in the Adminiftration ealy.

And I make no Doubt bitt the World, upon 
confiderine thefo Things, will be convinced that 
a great Man who takes Came to fumtih himielf

Informers, Accusers, Prolecot^rs, Evidences, 
Swearers, with their ieveral fobiervient and fubaK 
tern Officers, may keep his Enemies in Awe, and

CSEewf and Jkibiadts were t»edted in this £tcc Man*- 
ner; nor wa» thefd a bad Mimfl^ in* die Jthenian 
Commonwealth but had the Mortifkaoon of feeing 
his Kam& made Ufe of, and his Vices expo&d upon 
the publick State of Jthem. * 

Upon the Inf^itution of fbme religious Ceremony, 
the RpmansvrCTC advifedto fend mtoEfruriay or <7i/- 
ganyy for Sts^-players, which they did according-- 
ly. What they firft a^ed was a Kind of witty 
Farce, but full of Satyr ; but the ftrft Pcrfbn who^ 
compoied a regular Drama, and caufed it to be ex- 
hibited at Ktfwe^ was Lfvitfs JfidromatSf and this 
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was above five hundred Years after the btdlding of 
theChy. . > 

This Poet was bjr Birth zGreciany but came ta 
"•R^OT^ yDtwig'enough to make himfelf Mafter of theii^ 
Language; he imiuted the Cuftom of his own 
Country, and brodgftt Oiara^crs upoir the Stage 
of Peru)ns livings whom he difting;uimcd by Name, 
aftd expofed their Defers and Folhcs to the Laugh- 
ter of the Pe€|>le. 

We find the fame Cuftom has been more or 
k(s followed in all Countiies where Theatrical En*-' 
tertainments have been introduced; nor is their an 
egregious Knave or a prejwfteroos Coxcomb drawp 
.by any Poet, but (pme living Chara^er firft fat for 
the Pidurd ; and what at firtt was underftood onif ' 
as particular Satyr and RidicuFe, tum'd afterwaras 
to the Infhru^on of the People. ■' ■ > . . r It is fkid 
ihat every Petit MaHre or Fop which JdoUer brot^kt 
upon the Stage, were as well Known in Town and at 
'iCourt as it their Names had been written upon 
their Foreheads ; the (eeinff and reading of whafr 
' Works, at this Day, is look upon aft the oeft Means 
to avoid being ridiculous. 

I cou*d perhaps brin^ many Inftances of the &oe 
Kature frcvn the Pradice of our own Stage, partLcu* 
larly from the Pieces o^ Ben Jokmfcn^ but matiy more 
from the Plays of the Reign of King Charles fbe 
fecond^ when it was the I^alhion to be witty at 
Court, and when a ridiculous and a ftiipid Fellow 
could expcft neither Countenance nor Prcfer-^ 
ment. 

But this Pradicc was left off for fbme Time ; 
whether it be that the Vices and Follies of particu- 
lar People (^efpecially if they are Perlbns in any 
Degree of a Power) may be look'd upon as lacrcd 
Things, I can*t iay ; but many modern Poets have 
brought Chara^rs upon the Stage, merely of their 
<own Invention ; Creatures that are not in Nature ;, 

whtl& 
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mhalt ftme Writers of aaother Kind fiem to be 
very well reconciled to Folly and ImmonMty^ 
provided they may have the Liberty of turning all 
their Satyr againil the Religion of their Country. 

Nevertheleiij this Pra^ice was again creeping up- 
on the Stage, 'till it was check'd in the fecond Part 
of the B^ar'^ Ofera^ which was forbid, as tend- 
ing perhaps to &tyrize the Ctiarader of (bme par-> 
ticuiar Perfon. ^ 

Some People indeed will make us believe, that all 
the Farces m dumb Shew are fb many political Sa- 
tyrs; as if the Diiaffeded had a Notion that wliat 
they dare not ipeak they may venture to dance. 

As for my Part I will freely acknowledge my own 
Ignorance, and confeis myielf to be fb httle skill *d 
in tlie Art of Decyphering, tliat I fliould never have 
found out a Plot m any of the(B, (I beg Pardon 
of the Authors; I don't mean a Dramatick Plot) I 
iay, any Defign againft the Government, if I had 
not been otherwise iuform'd by wiler Heads. 

It was my Chance to fet by one of thefe deep 
Men the other Night at Sotnhwark Fair, where^ 
pafllng by Accident, my Curiofity drew me into a 
Booth,^ to fee the Droll call'd, ^U Generous Fm- 
Mafotts. I fbon precciv'd that my Neighbour, 
whom I undcrflood to be a Perlbn in a e^ood £m>- 

ployment in the — OlHce, came there with 

fomc Prejudice ; for he told me he bcliev'd there 
was ibme Roguery in this Farce, and his Reafba 
was, that he unaerftood it was written by the 
Author of th&Bjim Duke dndthe ^eer Duke\ which, - 
he faid, was a moft impudent Abuie upon the— — 
and the . 

It is anold Obfervation, that, when Men are re- 
iblved to quarrel, there is nothing fb eafy as to make

^HERE'S no Quality of our Nature 
is more furpnfing to confider than 
Sleep ; but, by its Frequency, it's 
fb familiar to us, that few People 
have the Curiofity to enquire into 
its Nature.

Sphere, leaves the Cortex of the Brain for fbme ^ 

Time defHtutc, and that, in the mean While, the ] 

nervous Liquor, diftill'd firom the Blood, rufhes i 

in for new Supplies. In natural Sleep, thefe two 
Caufcs conlpirc by a mutual Compaft of Nature, 
jo that, at the fame Time that thfe Spirits recede, 
the Nervous Humour enters. In non-natural or 
forced Sleep, fbmettmes the one, fbmetimes the 
other Caufe is firfl. And, in infatiablc or prarter- 
natural Sleep, there is a greater Energy of the fame 
Caufes, ib that the Brain is flooded by the great 
Influx of ncrvjju?, fcrous, and other vicious Hu- 
mours. ^ 

This fhort View may fbfKce as to the theorick 
Part cf Sleep ; and, as to the pradick Part, wc 
arc all of us, more or lefs, Matters of that ; yet, 
perhaps it may not be altogether frivolous, to look 
back to the Ancients, and lee how far they fur- 

paded 
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palTed even the beft of our modern Proficients in 
this noble Science. 

» PJiny tells us, that Epimenides^ when a Boy, be- 
ing tir*d with Play, laid himielf down to reft in a 
Cave, and falling afleep, continued ib for fifty 
icvcn Years, and then waking, walk'd home ; be- 
ing furprized at the many Changes he found had 
happen'd in the World during the Time of his 
taking a Nap. He was not in the leaft faded in 
Body or Spirit by his long Repoie, but ro& juft 
as young, healthful, and vigorous, as he lay down, 
and by his Sleep had gain'd ftich extraordinary 
Strength, as enaoled him to live a hundred and 

eight Years after his waking. CtantzMis fays, 

th^t a young Student of Luhtck^ retired to a Cheft, 
and flept quietly for feven Years, and then was 
wak*d by one who wanted to know what theChefi: 
contain'd. And, in the 31^: Year of our 

own Henry VIII. William Foxfyy of the Mnt, flept 
full fourteen Days at. once, in ipite of all the 
Methods which were ufcd to wake him. . 
And many credible Authors affirm, that the Ltf- 
am^iam^ a People inhabiting a remote Part of 
the old Samaria^ fall afleep in N^ember^ and none 
of 'cm ever wake till the ^ffril following; like- our 
Frogs, and other Infers. — - But thefe arc all very 
moderate Nappers, compared to the famous Seven 
SleeperSy who fled into a Cave in the Reign of 
DecsHSy and flcpt.thcre till the Time of ^htodoftus 
the ywn^evy which, by Calculation, is juft one hun- 
dred mnety ^ix Years ; which Event is affirm -d by 
Nice^borusy in his EccL Hifi, and ieveral other 
Writers of Note. 

But thefe flrange Inftances of fleeping arc not 
near fo admirable as thofe who in their Sleep 
have difpatch'd great BuHnefs, and per&rm*d many 
wondctful Things. Thofe who fleep without Mo- 
tion may be fatd to bury Time, but Perfbns who

ftand diflinguifhed, m Spite of Envy, who fhined 
in their ieveral Opacities^ one Abroad, and the 
other at Home.

Next, the maintaining of a 
Body of Hejftan Troops, from Year to Year, gaVe 
them no fmall Diicontent) it being ib demonftrably 
for the Glory of Great Brhaip to maintain foreign 
Armies ; but the Di^ffedbed gave it this malevolent 
Turn, that, tho' theft Troops were paid by tha 
i^eople of GreM Brhahy yet they could Neither de- 
fend her Rights, nor proted^ her Trade from the 
Infults of the Spamardsy tho' it can be proved, they 
did as much towards that as 

The next Thing that made them uneafy, were 
the ieveral Squadrons lent to the Coafts of Spain 
and to the frefi-IndhSy in regard that the Orders 
which were given to thofc Squadrons convinced all*^ 
the World that our Great Men knew what they did. 
But the glorious Expedition to SpHhemd was fr^r^- 
mfod to tnern^- as well in re(pe^ of the fine Shew 
they made, as the general Content they gave at 
Home. And, lafHy, the Treaty of ^«//rf had like 
to have kill'd them quit(;, becauft it was ib wiftly 
cAlculAted for eftabltihing a general Tranquilityi

Yet this declared Enemy can't help acknowledg- 
ing, that Minifters of State.are Angels. Thele are 
his Words,

Supported byVwo fuch Authorities, as well as 
by that of Mr. Osbom^ and that of Mr. Waljinghaniy 
(which two laft have infinitely the moft Weight

* TrafEck to that of every other Country, aTraf- 
*< fick of greater mutual Advantages to both Na- 
** tions, . than th^t of any other Country can be 
** to either of them reipedhively. 

Here is a heavy Charge thrown upon the Con- 
du6t of the laft Rei^n, but we . muft defire 
the Readers to apply it all to a Perlbn or two 
who are dead, and, by all Means, to ieparate our 
1^ prefent wife and able Minifters from any Share in 

the Miiinanagement. 

The Adtion he hints at was extoird as a A^a- 
- chiavilidn Stroke, at the Time it w^ performed ; 
i but it was right to do fb then, becauie the Peribas 

tl . were alive and in Power, and, as much as our Au- 

i thor ceniures i.t, there is one Man living, who

But, in this Inte- 
rim, malicious Time was ihaking down the Fruit 
from certain Branches of our Trade ; nay, it is very 
well if he has not broke fbme of the Boughs quice 
off^ at leaft, it is none of hisFault if itbenot fb; — 
in fhort, he put his Forelock into the Hands of the 
Imjperiai Minif^ers, and they have held it &fk ever 
fince. 

However, I think, I may conclude this Paper 
in the Words of a certain Author, whole Worlcs 
of late have been verv liberally given away. 

" You fee in what Train Things have been, they 
" have gone on fuccefifully Abroad, and agreeable 
*^ to the Aims and Defires of the Admini£ration ; . 
" but at Home it has been otherwife. Batteries of 
** all Sorts have been continually playing againft 
*^ the Meaiure^ of our ptsfent wife and able Mi- 
•* niftcrs.

on, after they are difcover'd, it will be but finall 
Comfort to boaft of Liberty in Sfecnhthn^ and to fee} 
Vpprejpoti in Praifke. 

It IS certain, the Grbfi of tlie People muft aliitrayl 
be fcnfiblc of the Effefits of a bad Adminiftration, 
but, iperhaps, none but Men of (bmc Knowledge 
and ubfervation on Dublick AflFairs are capable of 
jpointin^ out its true Errors and Defe^ ; but be that 
as it will, when Grievances are felt by all, and no 
timely Remedies are applifed to their Cure, it may 
have this Conlequence; the People may poffibly

:^ The Right of ftndine Memb»« to I^uifament 
tbntinues to l^yeral little Boroughs wliich were 
once thriving and populous, and which by Titno 
haTe filHeu to Decay, and if ever there ihould 
be an Admintitration engaged in ndfchicvouc Mea- 
lbi*e^, hdW ^^ wou'd it^ to open the tUol- 
gMes of the ffeafitrj^ and to woric Upon the Povei^ 
ty of the Stealers, in thoft little Places, to return 
pit fvieh Fertbns as Ihould be named to themi in 
which Caie« We might fte a Houft half fiU'd with 
ti9il and miUhiry Ofictts^ Perfens under the Thumb 
of the Mfnifter. 

I am fkr from fuppofing^that this has ever been at- 
tempted, but, nevertheleis, it has been taik'd with 
great Aflurancc, that Bribery has appeared bold and 
open upon certain Occafions ; it has been, at ieaft, 
countenanced by a certain Party in this Nation, and 
♦Pamphlets have been written and printed, in Juftifi- 
cation of the Pradrice ;in!bmuch, that the Noiie reach- 
ed the Legiflaturc, and fomc of our Reprelentatives

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thought thcmlelves in Honour oblie*d to pufli for % 
Law, to hinder the Spreading of the Inftftioii^ 
which, after manjr vain Attempts, thejr had the 
good Fortune, at laft to cany, and, I believe, 
Pofterity will not think thole the worft Patriots of 
this Age, to whom they will be obliged for the bcff 
Security of their Liberties, if ever there fhould hap- 
pen to be a ftcb Ccmi and a f9or People ^ at the iame 
Time. 

Herein our Repreientatives afted a wife and yer- 
tuous Part, and their Condudb puts me in Mi»d of 
the excellent Idea which a certain Author, whole 
Name I have foi|;ot, gives us of the Nature of a 
wcll-eftabliili'd Commonwealth. To the bdt of 
my Memory, he ipeaks to this Effed:. 

« Government is in the Nature of a Piece of 
•* Clock-work, which, being compoied of various 
•< Springs and Wheels, muft aft by iuch and fuch 
** Motions, and therefore the Art lies to conditute 
<< it in (ucha Manner, that it muft neceflarily move 
•* for thepublick AdvAtage;butlet aThipgbe never 
.*< {o fell framed and contrived, there may, by Ac- 
•* cident, or the Dejtgns of bad Men, fbrnethiii^ be 
•* admitted into it, which may impede its Monons, 
«* or at leaft render them falfe and irregular ; 
•* in both which Cafes, it is incumbent upon the 
•• Legiflature, immediately to remove allimpedU 
** ments, that the Machine may be free to work by 
•* its own Laws. 

♦•All good Governments are founded upon this 
«• wife Pnnciple, which Principle is grounded up- 
" on the Knowledge of humane Nature itfelf, and 
«* this is, that every Man, to the beft of his Judg- 
♦• ment, will be inclined to aft for his ownlntereft; 
♦• fo that the whole Myftcry, in the firft Formation 
** of a Government, lies in making the Intcrcft of 
«• the Governed^ md thofe that g^ifem^ the iamc. 
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<< la an AUMuce Modiirchy^ wli«rt the whole 
** Power is lo^'d in one Man, bis Imcreft> najf 
^< perhaps, his PdfEonsy will be only regarded ; if 
*< he is ambitious, the People are led oul to fight Bat- 
** ties ; iijl^is avaritious, hisFruffalitjr is mittered, 
*< while the People are grinded, to feed a Vice which 
** is in itfelf iniatiable: ———In an Artfirpcutf^ 
«* the Intcreft of the Few is uppermoft: ■ ■ BiH^ 
*^ in a free Qovernment, thelntereftof the whole. 

In order to apply all this to our own Grcaniftaf»* 
ees, I hope it will be allowed roe, that ours is a 
free Government, and next, that it is our Buiinefs to 
keep it ib, and therefore tt will be incumbent up- 
on us, to watch, that the Members of the Legifla- 
tive Part of our Q>nftitutfon be free from all Infli^ 
ence, ■ ■■ ■ that no private or particular Intereft 
be thrown in their Way, to iepafate them fro!|i 
that of the Publick, whether this Influence he a 
Briht or a Penfion, or in fine, whatever De- 
nomination it falls under. ■' Men who hang 
Upon the Skirts of a Miftifter for Subfiftence are no 
free Agents, and wliere this is the Caic, the 
Wheels of Government miift mote irregularly, and 
it is imj>o{fible the Machine fhould adk by thoPs Lan^ 
OH whKh it was orinoallv rais'd. 

It is certain, the jLogiflature, by a late A&, Ym 
(ja well as poffible) wur'd up one Entrance, bf 
which this Inconvenience might hsive ftole in upon 
i»; but, is there no other Port open ; Is it not poibbie 
that the People may be left to their free Choice in 
Eled:ions, and yet that Means nMiy be found, bf 
private Donativesy Pensions, or u>me other Me* 
thods, ofdra^inrtheReprelbitativesof the People 
into an Intereft cufiereiif from that of every Indivi- 
dual, after they ait Co fairly ele^bed ? 

I know what will be anfwer*din this Place; that 
it muft be a needled Fear, fince thefe is no Sul{tfcioi| 
ahroid^ that our prefent wife l|id abte Miniftets 

Ihould 
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fliould ever taakc anv (iich Attempts^ -^ — - Let 
us allow our preient Minifters to t>e as vettuous a^ 
they pleaie to make them ; but, if the Means of at- 
tempting it be in their Hands, if the Door ftandi 
open, fome other Minifters, not quite IFvertuous a^ 
theie, may hereafter attonpt it; and wou'd it be 
wife to ftay 'till the Thing is done, and grows too 
ftrong for Corredtion ? 

Perhaps, a Queftion may here be ftarted, which 
ibme People may flatter themlelves, vrill put an 
End to all Surmifes of this Kind; . and it 

may iJe ask^J, if the Thing be not a meer Chim^era^ 
how comes it that our Anceftors never thought of 
it 1 that they fliould make no Provifion againft it ? 
they, who, by their Virtue and Wifbm, pro- 
vided and fet up Co many ftrong Fences for the rrc- 
iervation of Liocrty ? 

To this, I conceive, an Anfwer is ready. — — — 
In former Times there were but few Places at the 
.Difpofal of the Minifters ; the great OflBicesof the State 
were enjoy *d by (ingle Perfbns, fuch as Lord ^rtafif- 
rety Lord Privy Sealy L&rd High Jdnural^ and fb of 
the Reft ; the Cuftom of (plitting of Places was not 
then known, and thole great Employments feldom 
fell to the Share of the Commons. « But, be- 

fides this Security, tho* the Crown then enjoy 'd k 
Rei^enue fufficient to inaintain its Splendor and 
I^gnity, it had not enough for that and for tithiw 
Fterpofis befides ; fo that if the Minifters had then 
been never fb wicked, they had not the Means iti 
their Hands of bringing aboqt this Miichief, whidi 
was ftill a much better Security. 

Whether Things are not greatly altered fince thofe 
Times, and whether fbme Cautions are not Heceflary 
now, which might have appear'd chimerical in the 
Daysof our Anceftors,muft oe left to»impartial Men. 

I will only (ay, that, if a Majority of the Legif^ 
kture ihou'a by Penfions or Places, be confiantly 

kept 
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kept depending upon the Mjniflersy if our Govern* 
ment does not run into an abfblute Monarchy, it 
will d^enerate into the worft Kind of j4rififcraeyf 
the ihoff odious and burthenfome of all Governnient» 
whatfbever. 

. As we now ftand, all Things are guarded fix>m 
liinning into jHarchy and G>nitu{ion ; for the Laws 
of England are ib tender of the Peribn of the Kffig^ 
that it is a Maxim^ the King can do no fflraitg ; h\xi 
pevertheleis, left the Commonweakh ihou'd be 
hurt, and the People abus'd, by my Peribns who 
ihoti'd iheher themlelves under his Name, and 
fkreen themlelves under his Authority, the £xe- 
jcutive Part is diipofed into different Channels ; — * . 
the Determination of private Property is rcferr'd 

to the fudges ; the Navy is under the Care of 

the Lord High Jdmiral; the ^Mick Revenues 

|o the Lord ^reafurer ; Foreign Affairs to the 

Privy Council, and .Jerrf/^mw of State; and, of old, 
ft was the Cuflom, for every Thing to be debated 
!n the Privy Council, and for the Counfellors to 
iubfcribe to their Opinions, that they might be 
anfwerable for them ; fb that whatever Mifcar* 
riages happened in the Adminiftration, they were 
i^ever imputed to the King, but the (everal great 
Officers of thp Crown were punifliable for them ; 
the Commons being fevere Inquifit^ors into their 
Conduct and Adkions. 

Such is the Nature of our happy Conftitution, and 
fitch it muft alwavs remain, as long as the Com^ 
mons continue trie true Reprelentatives of the 
People; and thus. Nothing impeding the Wi>ccl$ 
of our Government, it will move and a£b mecha^ 
picalfyy and, of Conj^v^encp, the greatefl Man, 
who Ihou'd play the Knave in his Office, or bring 
his Countrv intp Difficulpes, by pernicious Coun.- 
/els, would be a$ naturally Hang'u as a Clock

* 35jut, pcniaps, J majr incur 4bine Ccnfure for lay- 
ing atu^ otve£ upon wnat has been advanced by lueh 
Vrxeti^ed FeHows as your Oshmis and ff^aWftgbams 5 
jput, a5 they have bragg'd of being paia for -im<t-* 
ting, and, as it is probawe, that every Thing they 
lay, (Ally as it is) is whilper'd to them from be- 
hind the Curtain, we may have ibmc Aim, what 
pertain Pcxfons in the World wou'd be at. 

But, to return to our Subjcft ■■■ It is^well 

known, that the Number of QflSw^s and Employ- 
mcnts in the Gift of the Minifters is increas'd, 
within thcfc -thirty or forty Years, in Frpportion 

with the publick Debts: Every new Tax lias 

occafion'd new Commiflioners; — -fomebave af^ 
Icrtcd, that each of them might as well have becA 
executed by one, to the ^ving a great Deal ci 
Money to the Nation yearly ; but that is a Point 
I ftall not determine ; • — but, fuppole, that ibme 
Miniftry hereafter (the present no Doubt are too 
vertuous to do it) mould drfpofe of all thefe Places 
araongft the Members of the liCgiflaturc, to a 
l^umber, perhaps, exceedhig two hundred ; ^ght 
not a rich Court 'find Means <tf tempting •others 
with Donatives or Penfions, and in a Number meet 
with a proftitute Compliance from as many as 
wcuM amount to a Majority ? Wou'd it not then 
ht too late to attempt a Reformation ? 

Sucli 
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Such is the Nature of our Conftitution, that, if 
a Thing be carried by a Majority of one Vote, it 
is as binding to the Subjedt as if it had pa^'d 
i^ithout a NegatHfe ; and it wou'd be as much 

Trealbn to rcfift fuch a Law. Thislhews, that 

no Precautions fhou'd be left untried, that may 
guard ajgainft Influence ; for it will happen in all 
Ailembhes of this Kind, that ibme well-nieaning 
Men, of fmall Courage, thinking it impoi&ble to 
ftem the Current, will ncgleft attending the pub- 
Kck Service, while others, who are hut mlf homjf^ 
will tell their Friends, they can do no Good, and 
plead that as an Excufe for going ovei; to the ftrongeft 
Side, and Iharing the puWick rlundcr ; — ^ and thus 
a firct Government, without changing its outward 
Form, may be turn'd into an Anfocracy. 

It is the Part of wife Legiflators, to obviate an 

Inconvenience, before it gathers Strength ; for 

bad Men will lafcly triumph in the Ruin of their 
Country, if ever that Aflembly, to which the Con- 
ftitution has entruftcd the Enquiry and Puniihment 
'. of allgreat Oflenccs, ihould come to be influenced 
and dire^ed by the Counfellors and Officers of the 

State, themfelves. How vain an Attempt wou*d 

' it be, in (uch a Situation, to try tp ftrip fome ^-^ 
lick Robber of his tmlatufiil Plunder j or to bring an 
arbitrary Statcfman • to repent of involving his 
Country in Difficulties and Dangers, by wild and 
pernicious Counfels ! Would not the moft guilty, 
when he found the Voice of the People loud a- 
gainft him, ai:rogantly tell the World, that thcib 
Clamours proceeded from Nothing but a difcon- 
tentcd Party, nohcfe true Defign ivas to difiutb ths 
Government^ and that th^infokntly cenfurd his Pro^ 
ceedingSy out of Envy ana Malice ; that attacking kim 
ivit invading the Prerogative itfelf^ and perhaps, 
too, he wou'd invoke the Gallows, and the Pillory, 
to fileqce fuch Writers, and to make Men ac- 
VoL, XL P ■ quiclcc 
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quiefcc to hL? Mcaiures. "Nay, fiwih 'VilBuJIy of 

Men, well united and^rtnVi into a Fa&ioiiymight 
make thcmlelvcs in'depcndciit of the Gfowti ft- 
fclf, and degrade the varjr Sovcrei^ iittp a^Citiii 
of Property, by nyakiiig *hlm 'little fecsre 'than a 

Doge ofyenice, A^MhiiftCr, dr-Miiilfteirs, I fiy, 

fortified by the Strength and'Niteber «f fcdi *i 
•tarty, might be able to'ftcufe theitifSNcs^agahift 
the jiift'Iiefehtment of thtfj^fiiice, asvrill;as,*giittft 
that of the People; they may '^Mfume fel&r, ^ 
to thmkof Iboding upon their own ^!L^g«, ^acn of 
fupportiqg tbcmfclves py. their o^Tn ^Cr^M^, in

By fuch iStdps as thefc, may ScrVattts fi^ow -tcr- 
tible to their Maftcrsjj and FtitiCCs ftina 'in Aife 
of Idols- of their own ' makulg.

H' But, to return to our Subject, — ^ Mtchiavel tell* 
us, that the Multitude is generally morcjudiciou* 
than Princes themfelves ; efpecially in the Choice 
of their Favourites ; with the laft, a Man of- 
ten puihes himiclf into Preferment by his Vices. 
but no Man ever grew greatly popular that haa 
not fbme ihinirig Vertues, or had not done {pme* 
iignal Service to his Country, and, of Conlequence,. 
it will happen, that the People are generally incli- 
ned not only to be ouiet and fubmiSive, but even 
to grow fond of that Government where Men 
of Honour and Reputation are at the Helm of 
Affairs. 

The Tranflator of TacHus^ in his Difcourfcs be- 
fore that Work, gives us two Inftances to the-- 
contrary ; for, there were ibme Commotions in 
iS'ci.Ww, in the Time of Gufiavus Erifccn ; and 
Troubles in England^ in the Beginnhig^ of the 
Reign of Queen ^Elizaheth ; when Afiairs were un- 
der the wi^ft Adminiftration, in both thefe Ka- 
tions, that perhaps had ever been known ; but he 
gives us a very good Reafon&r them ; for a Chance 
was carrying on of the eftablifh'd Religion of both 
Countries, and, confidering what a Root all eftab- 
lifh'd Cuftoms generally take in the Minds of the 
People, it is no Wonder, that liich a Change fliou'd 
occafion fbme Difturbances.

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the piiblick Hatred recoil upon thcrofclvcs ; and it 
is as certain, that there never was a univer&l 
Abufe and Corruption in the Executive Part of a 
Government, but the Clamour it rais'd was laid 
upon the Madneis of the People, or Ibme difap- 
pointed Faction, who wanted Employments ; for, 
where Men in Power can give no Keatons to juftify 
their Mealures, and, at the fame Time^ rablve 
not to mend, this is always the pata ; ——which 

brings me back to my Author, who lays, " Such 

•* is the Nature of Men, efpecialiy of Men in 
" Power, that thev will rather commit two Er- 

•* rors, than retradx one, and my Lord Cla- 

** r€nd(m obferves thatfome great Men will fome-' 

•* times commit a fecond Fault , tojbew that they are 
•* rwt ajbam'd of the Jirfiy as ^ they were refolved to 
** defy Refentmentf to declare their Gmtemft of the

I need not put the World in Mind, with what 
Contempt the People have lately been treated in 
certain Writings, nor need I tell from what (>jar- 
ter thofe Writmgs came ; and, when we conuder 
the Education, the Manners, and the Parts ojF 
thofe that write, and of Ibme of thofe dear JngeU\ 
for whofe -Sake thefc Things arc written, it niuft 
be a good Jed;, to think that they ihou'd take it 
into their Heads to abufe their Brethren, the Mob ; 
but the beft on't is,' there is Contempt for Contempt^ 
and they cannot entertain a greater Scorn for the 
People, than the People entertain for them ; — ^ 
but, to return to my Subjeft, and to my Au- 
thor.

is abfurd. As, therefore, Men's Adions be diftin- 
guiih'd by the Charadters of Good and Body fb are 
thefe Parties by the known Titles of Tory and 

From theft Premifts I Ikall proceed to fliew the 
Abfurdity of fbme Creatures, who, being (as 
we fuppoft) endowed with Reaibn, yet a6l: without 
any Refblution, and maj not improperly be ftiU 
ed Puppets of Nature, mafmuch as they Icem to be 
moved at other Men's Wills, tho* themfelvcs be 
always willing to be moved ; this I fhall endea- 
vour to do, by expofing, as fully as I can, that 
ridiculous Vice of Inconstancy.^ 

Inconfiancy^ howibever it fhews itftlf, whether in 
Regard to Relieious Matters, or Partly is of ail 
Failings the moft contemptible, as well as the moft 
unpardonable. — The Convert to many Reli- 
gions is generally efteem'd to have no Religion at 
all. But as Inconftanci in this Refpe^ may more 
properly be ipoke to by a Divine than a JoumaUfi^ 
(however theft Proftflions may by fbme have been 
hlendtd together) I ihall wave this Part, and treat 
onl^ of that which comes more nearly to our 
prelent' Purpofc, and which rcfpefts Party. 

How dangerous 'tis for any one Set 01 Men to 
trud to thoft who (as if their Minds were made of 
the iaroe duBile Qay with their Bodies) take any 
Impreffion, and may be moulded into any Shape, 
and who, as Occafion offers, are equally fubftrvicnt 
to all Sides, too often Experience convinces uf.

In flfort, the Hopes 
ot an Arch-B— k is often an irreflftabhe 
Charm, neither is a bare B-— without its magm-- 
tick Vircucs. 

Inconftancy, even in private Friendftip, where 
the Evil of it aSe&s only a (ingle Perfim, has been 
the Subjcft of very many and fevere Satyrs; how 
much more muft his Guilt be enlianced, who, ha- 
ving, by an open Profeffion of their Principles, in^- 
finuated himielf into the Secrets of, not one Man 
only, but, an whole Community, yet when cither 
the O&rof a Prcicnt, or the'Proraife of a future 
Reward^ comes in his Way, can with as much Eale 
turn Tail and avow thole Principles which are the 
Condition of hb Reward, tha' contrary to his fi>r-» 
mer ones, as he can with Barefacednefs r^ft thofi 
which he before with fb pretended an Heartinefi 

E[>feis*d! The Conicquence of fuch an one's Be^- 
viour muft be either the betray ins;' the Secrets of 
bis former Friends, or his beiiig^ralfe to' his new 
ones; &r, if I profefs myielf a Friend, the Laws 
of Fricndfhip oblige me to do him die beft Siervices 
I can to whom I make fuch Ptofeffion ; now, in 
cafe I break my Contraft of Friend&ip with one^ 
and cammcncc a new <vie with another^ vhofe In-

they be <kftruddve of each other,, the beft Service 
(-in mv honaUe Opinion) which I can do nfy later

Anotner Inconvenience which attends this hypo- 
cridcal Vice is the total Lois of all Credit witii 
the World, whichi, however thcie Weathercocks 
nay be thought aot to vegard, vet, (ince there 
is an Ambition of being eSeemea inherent in tho 
very Nature ol the BooSt a)>aodoa*d Wreches, inch 
as thefe are, give me Leave to add a Word on 
A»t Head, in order to paint out to you the dit^ 
ittal Qoknirs ia which a Man appears who has thu9 
loft his Credit. 

, Loft of all Credit has been generally eftceme4 
Vy Men of trueSenIb and Honour, not the leaft of 
£vib, ifoikly on this Account^ that it deprives us of 
the common Privileges of lafe. The Counfels qf 
an UACredible Man who will abide by, for they» 
Um Wmielf, 9tx€ of no Weight? His Word Cfoi: 
Hactfmr he hasnot) Uke rnde Metali, is of no Value» 
becnilc it h«sno Ifl»prei&oa: Laftly, He who ba% 
loft his Crecbtt or toe loconftant Man (which ar^ 
Tcmn eauiraient) may juftly be iaid, ix^ a metaphor 
xioal Seafe, to be buried auve, and how fevere foi 
ever the Piiniihment may feem to be, yet fure tha 
Heoinoaffiefsoffiich Tory^Wico's Treachery dq^ 
lerves fuch a real Punifhment.

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It is our peculiar Hapj^inei!, that Things can 
titvcr come to this EztremitVy tinleis the Reprcicn- 
tatives of the People ihould be dehaucVd into Sub- 
miffionsor Meaiures inconfiflentwith Liberty ; then 
arbitrary Government will indeed be efbbliih'd 
by Law ; for Machiavel has well obfov'd, that^ 
In thole Commonwealths, where nothing but tho 
Appearance of Freedom is prefcrvM, there the fc- 
vereft Servitude is always intended. 

It has often been laid in the bdll of Times, that, 

? England JbouU ever be ruhCd^ H <vom!d he fy bet 
arJiamertts ; nor was this laid to give us a I^ftruft 
of Parliaments, but on the contrary, to iignify un- 
to us, that there lay our great Security, and that, 
as long as we continu'd uncorrupt in thai Place^ no- 
thing could hurt us ; and indeed, if ever Parlia^ 
snents fhould be tempted to make any dangerous 
Conceflions to the Executive Part of the Govern- 
ment, if ever thev fhould give them an Impunity 
in doing ill, or oehave in any wile fb as to put 
the People out of Humour with Parliaments, it 
would be a very helpleis Situation ; I lay, it would 
be very hard to find out a Remedy for iuch a Di- 
flemuer. 

I knbw that it is with much Confidence aflertcd, 
that nothing ran go amifs, as lopg as a jgood Under- 
ilanding continues betwixt the Legiflative and Exe- 
cutive Parts oF the Conftitution ; (but to make \J& 
of a commoti Exorefilon) thele are People that 
(peak without Book. ^ 

It muft be granted, that, to impede or clog the 
. Meafur^s of wile and able Men, working for the 
publick Advantage, would be a mifchievous Prqu- 
dicc, but Iuch a Ptejudice, as Icarce has ever ha^n« 
ed. — Men who have conducted Things wifely, 
never meet with this Treatment from National hC- 

. lemblies. The true Reprclentatives of a People 

love themfelves too well to quarrel with thole , 

, ^ frotn 
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from whoic Abilities their G>untryi and (in fbme 
P^;ree) every Individual, is reaping ddly Advanta- 
ges.—.,— But lure there muft be great Danger in 
a thorough Agreement, when Anairs happen td 
be in bad Hands ; there is nothing more certain 
than that this Nation has often been faved (by the 
Oppofition made to Men in Power) from many Dan- 
gers and Difficulties, into which their ill Gonduft 
wou'd have run her. — ^ The Rcprclentativcs of th6 
People have fbmetimes, by keeping the publick 
Money in the People's Pockets, tied up the Hand^ 
of the JViihif^ers from buying d^cnourabh JlUances^ 
tnakinig unnatural 7'reaties^ and running into extra** 
yagant and wild Pr^edts, and laid them under iiich 
Confinements and Enlabilities in their Gourfe of Ad* 
miniftration, that Foreign Nations could gain no 
Advantages of us by their fTant of Capacity, 

I could give many Inftances where a Jeialouly 
and Mifunderftanding betwixt the Legiflative and 
Executive Parts of the Conftitution has oeen attend- 
ed with no bad Confequences to the Commonwealth; 
nay, on the contrary, all good Laws in Defence of 
the Liberties of the Subjeft, have been pafs'd at 
iiich a Crifisy I fay, at fuch Times as the Minifters 
Tiave been up6n no cood Terms with the Repreicn- 
tatives of the People ; witnels the Habeas Corpus 
A€tf and the Bill for making Parliaments triennial^^ 
Nay, fbme Authors tell us, that a wife Diftrufl of 
the Defigns of Men in Power is the People's befl 
Security. 

It was this Jealoufy and Diftruft of Men in 
'Power that fb long prefcrv'd the Liberties of the 
Rnnan People, and, when Means were found to 
remove that Difhiift, and to influence their Senates, 
thoie Liberties were loft ; the fame People, among 
whom we find the moft glorious Examples of Ver- 
tue and publick Spirit, in one Age, are ftigmati^'d 
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ill imodier^^ for imuuiietsible Infiaims^tlie mA 
sbaadoQ^dProftkiidoa to Power. 

Weare too little interefted in whatpR&d in tlioft 
Days, and indiofe Countries, to be iway'd bjr Par- 
lialitjr or Prgndiee, in onr Omnioos ot their Afti- 
ons, and it tdll be no aniuK Obfervatum, to take 
Mooce, that, aa long as the Senates and Tribuoea 
rf Rgme ceotbtt'd to punilli the leaft Grime araaft 
the People^ while Men who had &rv*d the Conn 
Bxmwealth at one Time, loft their Lives ferplo^* 
Ibg againft its Liberties at another^ all Things 
went well, and this Commonwealth raia'd itiUf to a 
Pitch of Power and Glory beyond all that ever fiib- 
fift^ befinre, or hare rifen imce it: 

It has been oiUerv'd by ibaoe, that the Ibmm 
Peoj^le were addi&ed to Tumults and Mutinies ^ 
this indeed is true» and fb they are, and vrUl be in 
«U &ee and popular Governments ; — in arbitvary 
Govemrottits. perhaps, it will not bethought fi» 
to fiifler the reople to aflemUe in great Kumbers; 
their Governors, confcious of whtt Uiey deierye 
from them, dare «iot truft them together; but in . 
free. Governments it is otherwiie^ and Skctknid 
fells us, theie very Mutinies were iaiutary to the 
Commonwealth i they were Bke &6rm$, whick 
make a Buftle fi)r a little while, but clear the Aii^ 
and prevent a future Infe&ion ; fi>r the People wtse 
never auitinous, but when ibmelncroachmeats weoe 
attempting by ambitioiis Men, nor did they ever 
proceed m any Tumult to overturn the Laws ar 
the Conftitutson. 

But when all Vertiie and publick Spirit was d#» 
parted firoo^ the Senate, when they were fiiok infit^ 
the moft abomioable Corruptions, there wece na 
Accusations or Pimiilunents of publick Robben^ 
every thing was iafe except Vertue and Honois^ and 
.to oppofe and ceofure Corruption was a Crime 
ilgunKthcState^ and puniih'd accordingly, ■ ' ■■ 

while 



idiite that grest Emflbe was finking tfito Rub by 
a general male AdnuaiftratioQ, in every Branch, ,in^ 
everv Office, from the higheft to the loweft, it may 
ht oMerv'd, there was a perfe^ Harmony and good 
• Underfkindinff betireen the Executive and Le^fla* 
tive Parts of the Goyemment ; ■' all the infii- 

mous Favourites and Minions of the wicked Em- 
perors we read of in the declining State of the 
Empire, were upon good Terms with the Senate ; 
that is to fay, as long as they continued Favourites; 
——nothing wentami^ with Men in Power ;— ^ 
all the ViTlanies of that Monfter, Sejavufy were 
treated as juft and wife Actions, till he fell into 
Difgrace with his Mafter ; but when Tiberius re- 
lblv*d to deftroy him, he only fignified his Plea- 
fare to the Senate, and the Thing was done ; — ^ 
he^ at whofe Nod they would, the Dav befbre^i 
have baniih'd, p»erhap8 deftroy'd the wortnieft Maa 
in jR^ne, was himfelf deftroy'd, at the Frown of 
the worft, becaufe he had greateft Power ; and 
thus did the Senate diftinguilh itielf for nothing but 
a profligate Kefignation of themielves to. every 
thing tl^t was commanded. 

But the bafe Flatterers of the Times were all 
this while throwing about their naoftous Praiib, 
and extolling the Wiiciom of every fooliOi A&ion, 
pefbrm'd by the Gwat Men (or rather little Knaws\ 
in Power ; -«— tbeyt^k Can if the QmfiitMon of their 
(itmtfy ; '^—they i^ed ahuys according to Law ; — r 
they made the Lawi of the Emfife the very Rule of their 

Mmmftrmion\ and the like Stuff ;^ all which, 

indeed, was true in one Senie ; for the jgreateft 
Beaft amongft them need only fignifv his Will 
and Pkafure to the Senate, and that Will and Plea- 
foe was made the Law; — and juft fuch will be 
the boafted Liberty of all Countries, where the 
Legiflature is under the Command of die Executive 
Part of theisovemmeat.

On the other Side, when a Commonwealth links 
imo Gcmtempt, when ihe becomes ftigmatixM ior 
Piifilanimity, and bad Gondisd; 'in iter political 
Afiairs, every Individual muft fhare Ibme Bact of 
the Di%nice. 

The &me Obfervtition will alio hold good in 
ile^^ to Arts', Sciences, and Profeffions; Men 
of vertue and Honour. raiil the Dignity of a mean 
Frofcffion, andbringit intoQredit with the World, 
while the Baie and the Profl^te will fink the moli 
honourable Pro&iSon km Dilgraoe« 

The 
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The Philoibphers, anningft tbe Ancienth wqNr 
held in greater Veneration, b^ the People ^ 
tluui their Geoeralif or Magiftrates, as long as they 
}iv*d as they fpoke and writ, but, when they be* 
gan to ilatter fiide and Greatnels, and to £iwn up- 
on Vice, all this Refped; was loft, and we fee, by 
Lueian^ that a Philosopher became a Name of Coo- 
tempt. 

IF we ihould apply this Obfcrvation to Things 

facred, it will come to the fame Purpofe. The 

Truth of the pureft Religion in the World muft ^U 
under Suspicion with the Generality of tlie People, 
while a proflicate Pricfthood is in its Miniftry ; nut 
more efpeciauy, if the Peribns who are m the 
higheft Dignities of the Church, ihould be obferv'd 
;o have no Regard to any thing belonging to that 
Church, except its fat Benefices^ if they ihould he 
too much employ 'd in gathering Riches, apd in 
attending the Great, for the go^ Moriels of the 
Church, to mind the Cure of Souls ; I iay, if they^ 
ihould be ielf-interefted in all their A^ons, per- 
haps nothing would contribute more to introauc^ 
Infidelltv in Points of Faith^ and a general Depra- 
vity of Morals ; for many ignorant People will be 
apt to think that Religion is all a Cheat, when 
they behold thoie who are iuperior in the Priefthood 
mind nothing but the Goods of this World, and 
live in iiich a Manner as if ^hey did not believe in 
God. 

When a Prieft is prais'd for his Talent of Preach- 
ing, and commended for his Learning, whofe Life 
and Morals arft no Credit to his Order, it is gene- 
rally underftood as a Matter of Ridicule. There 

is a Story written of Jugufi'm the Monk, that goiqg 
forth of his Convent one Day, accompanied by ano- 
ther of the lamcN Order, having gone to many 
Places in the City, and, returning back to his Con- 
vent, the Companion ask'd Jugnprn^ why he had 

not 
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#ot preached that Day ; a Layman, who overheard 
the QueftioHi anfwer'd, He has preacFd^ and preaches 
tvery Daj^ for the Feofit, ate better edified^ and more 
temmicedif tie ^nUihofthe Goffely ly the. Example ef' 
hisLH'e and MmnerSy than by all your Sermons, 

There is no Vertiic which draws fb much Re- 
verence on the Priefthood, as appearing dsfinterefted 
in worldly j^airs ; the moft barbarous and uncivil 
liz'd of the Common People have ever paid Re- 

(pe^ to Perlbns of that Chara&er. It is very 

well worth obferving, that, in that raonftrous Re - 
bellion of ff^at» Tykr and ^ack Stravz^ in the Reign 
of Richard the Second, when the provdc'd Multi- 
tude had deternnn'd to deftroy the Billiops, (raatiy 
of whom, it muft be confefi'd, were bad enough) 
and the Re6tors of forae rich Parifhes, they relol- 
ved, at the &me Time, to ipare all the mendicant 
Friers, becaufe their Lives lecm'd to be conformable 
with their preaching. 

It is faid, that Ignatius Loyola^ Founder of the 
Order of Jefuits, gave this Advice to one Gf- 
mos de Terres^ who was Roing to yapan npon a 

MiflSon, to fubdue his Paflions, to throw oflf all 

Self-Intercft, and not to touch the Alms appropri- 
ated to the Relief of the Poor, becaule (lays he) 
ic is difficult to handle Pitch and not be deiiled 

thereby; to which he added, that, if he had 

four Companions entirely detach'd from all world- 
ly Intereft, he would not delpair of being able to 
convert the whole World. 

I believe it may be proved, that this Vertue, in 
fbihe of the primitive Fathers, contributed more 
towards jjlantmg the Chriftian ReUeion, than all 

their Writing and Preaching. It is laid, that 

St. Bartlohmew travelled into the Indies^ in order 
to preach the GoQiel, and the King's Daughter 
havmff long lanjguimd under a lingering Diftcm* 
per, the- Phyficiansfirft, and afterwards the Bradi-

maas were ejnpk>y'd to heal kcr^ but t^ ao Pur« 
f ofe ; at lengdh, .St. BarfhoJamew was ient fer, tQ ' 
cure her, which he e&^d by a Miracle ; thv 
was Matter of much Joy to the Kiogf and to «!} 
the Kobles ; the King ieem^d to admire the grea( 
Po-wcr of St. Bartbchme<v'i God^ but yetiie waS'liot 
converted ; however, to ihew his Gratitude &r 
what was done, he pre&nted the Saint with a 0]eat 
Sum in Gold, but he refufed it, fignifyii^g to tUBOi^ 
that the Priefts of Jefus fought not Riches in this 
World ; upon which, the King immediatdy ^&- 
liev'd, and was baptixM, taking it^ that iuch 4 - 
difinterefted Spirit never dwelt in an Ii&^oftor, aft4 
that fuch a rriefi: was the beft Prooi of a true 
Religion. 

I l^elieve, the beft Method diat could be fotrnd^ 
to plant Infidelity in a >)ation, would be to bring 
immoral Men into the upper Dignities of a >la-: 
tional Church. If we ihould ice a Prelate grai^ 
pi^g after Pluralities, ^nd his Time in cringing 
to the Great, in Hopes of a good itranjlatioit^ and 
refigning all his Intereft in Heaven, in order to 

fet an exorbitant Intereft for his Money here upon 
Larth, if we ihould iee him entring into Project 
with Ufurers and Stockjobbers, and mount into a 
Pulpit, perhaps, once a Year, to preach, and ufe 
thele Words of our Saviour, J^ Kingdcm is nt* tf 
this JVofld^ would not the Indignation of the People 
h^ provoked againft ib impudent atvlmpeftor 1 

Such Priefts and fuch Paftors would bow to any 
God ; and that would be the moft Holy Religion 
to them, which had the fattffl Livk^s ; they uie 
the Church as the Pagan Priefts did theirs in the 
Time of the Prophet Daniel -^ — In the Bahyhm^ 
Captivity, the ignorant People 4old the Prophet 
Daniel that their King ient ev'ry Day into their 
Temple forty Sheep, ieven Oxen, and a great Qvon* 
tirv of 'Bread, and Wine, aud, tho' the Gate wat 



^ fliut up, and feaVd tip with the KingV Seal, yet th© 
ficxt I)a7 ill the Morning all was conftantly con- 
ftamed. The Pfophct Imird at fuch an abiurd Proof 
of a Divinity, laying, that inch a Devouring was 
the Attribute of a Wolf, not of a true God, who 

had no Appetite to feed, and, fofpedjing where 

the Impc^re lay, he (aid to them, they are your 
Priefts who devour tbofe Vi<5^inis, who, being Er- 
rant Cheats, rob the Ahar^ of thofc Sacrifices.— 
Therefore, having Icattercd Afhes privately upon 
the Pavement of the Temple, they diicovered the 
Footfteps that lead to tlie Den, through which 
the Ptiefts privately enter'd at Night, and fl-olc 
thoie Offerings, upon which they lived in the great- 
eft Luxury. 

There are many Prfcfts, who wou'd never en*^ 
fer the Temple, were it not for the good Morfel^ 
that are to be got thereby, and fuch may be truly 

iaid to Tob the Altar of its Sacrifices. A Man 

meanly bom, and meanly educated, who fcts out 
in the World with a Resolution to advance his 
Fortune, * may make Religion a Trade ; he may 
think it much more commodious to loll in a Coach, 
to live in Eafe and Luxury, by receiving large Re- 
venues, than to labour ac ibme mechanick VrofeP- 
Son, to which the Lowneis of his Fortunes, at firlf, 
^mM to have aUotted htm ; and efpecially, when 
rfl this can be procured by g little fervile Atten- 
dance, by flattering the Vices of the Great, by fty- 
tng as they fey, and by doing as they do, or of 
iwimming always with tttc Stream ; but what mutt 
become of Religion, all this time ? Sure, it cannot 
long fubfift, unlefs /uch Mtfyers mA Sttlers are driven 
4t0t of the Temk. 

Saint Paul lays it down, as the Charafterifticfc 
rf an Apoftle, to have all Tlnngs, and PofTeis No- 
thing; and vre are told, that the Thing that 

endeared W^ <te Neri to bis Countrymen, the 
R ^ JFloyen- 
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Fiofemineij was^ that a Kinlman of his o£kr*d to 
mikc him his Heir, but he deflred his Kinfinaii 
to find out an Hciv pf another Temper, for. thai 
Religion and Riches fuitcd but ill together. - — - 
Erafmusy who has not been reckon'd a Bigot in Re- 
ligion, refufed to go to 'EKomty when his Friend and 
Fellow- Sludicnt, Hadrian^ was elcded Pope, and 
gave this Reafbn for it, that he thought it a dif* 
graceflil Thing to hunt after the Dignities of the 
Church. 

I wou'd not be undcrftood'to mean hereby, that 
thole who are fct apart for the Service of the Church, 
ihou'd live upon Jtr^, this wou'd be a Contra- 
didion to a Diicourfe we lately publiih'd, con* 
ccrning the Relief of the Indigent Clergy ; ' 
but, perhaps, the Opinion of Father P^w/, the Ve- 
pei/afty who thinks it Juil, that Bifhopricks, and 
other rich Livings, iliou'd be charg'd with Pen- 
fions, for the Support of the poor inferior Clergy, 
may be worth relating; theie are his Words. 

" Penfions are, or ought to be, in their NatiuY^ 
*< an EScQ: of Chriflian Charity, not much diU 
** fcrent from the Preccut of giving Alms ; for, 
•« if every Believer is oblig'd, T>y the Golpel, to 
•* relieve his Neceflitous >kighbour, with Part of 
<< his Superfluity, how much more is a beneficed 
<* Clergy-man bound to obev our Lord's Com* 
** mand; by relieving, with rait of hisRevenues, 
<* others of the Clergy, who want Keceflaries, 
•< fince he came Gratis to the Pofleffion of the 
** fame, without its being eitlier his AcquiiitioD, 

♦* or his Patrimony. Now, as all Countriet 

'< are not alike Aruitful, nor all Men equally rich, 
^« fo all the Prelates have not the iame Revenue, 
** but the Obligations of Chriftianity are the fame 
«« in all Places, and require all Mankind, univer^ 
<« iiillv, to difcharee tlic Duty of Fathers and 
*' Pauors^ towards all B^lievers^ and towards their 

" Neighbourly 
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•« KcWiBoars, as they woo'd avoid the Reproach 
^ of the Prophet, who fiid, <l%e lUtie ones heggA 
^' Bnad^ and none hroh tmto than ; and moreover^ 
^ Jtfiis CMfi has taught, that he that firveth af^ 
" i^tf Jkarfy Jball Iht by the uikar*, from herKe it 
** follows, that the richcft Prelates ought to re- 
^ lieve the moft indigent, which is doing two 
'^ good Things at once, viz- takaig owm S^eSu- 
** t'^'^ <f ^ ^wi ftlievim^ the Necejfity of the' 
•* otbefy both which will be meritorious ot Salva- 
*^ tion, t<y thoie who fight imder the Banner of 
« Chrift. 
The fame Author tells us a little after, 
*♦ That, at firft, there was no Bull for fettling 
'* the Pieniions ; ■~— Charity alone provided for 
" the NccefSftcs of the poor Clergjf, and every 
•* rich Pkiebre, of his own Accord, inform 'd him- 
** (elf what poor Prelates were in hU Meigh* 
** bourhood, and immediately relieved as far as he 
•** was able to do ; but Time, that dcftroys all 
•* Things (ubjcA to Revolutions, by Degrees, caft 
** fuch a Damp upon thoie good and charitable 
** Difpofitions, that, in Order to animate the cool 
^* Z^al of fome on the one Hand, and to pre- 
*^ vent Confufiou on the other, it was found ab^ 
** Ibhitely neceffary, to pafs that into a Law ^d 
** Obligation, which was firft only a Cuftom, and 

*• depended intircly upon free Will ; and thus 

** Penfions came to be charged on Biihopriclcs. 

In Countries where the Conftitution has en- 
trufted the Dignified Clergy with a Share in Tem- 
poral Laws, the People have an Opportunity cf 
judging, whether or not the Dignities of the Church 
^re obtained by any bale SubmiiUons ; it i* certain, 
t^iat he who is not a good Commonwealth's Man^ 
cannot be a good ChrifHan, for God and Nature 
never defign'd, that Men ihou'd be Slaves to Power ; 
but, when the Prelates, in their Legiflativc Capa- 
R i cky 
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^ry promote no Laws but fiich as tend to pre^ 
iervc Morality, when their extenfive Charities to 
the neceffitous Clergy under them make it unne- 
ccffary to tax Bifiiopricks with Pcnfions for the 
Relief of thofe poor Men, iuch Men will be the 
Pillars of that Church to which they belong. 

But, if ever they ihou'd be feen to countenance 
Corruption, and join in Meafuresof Oppreffion, 
if they fliou'd turn their Backs upon the Altar of 
God, and only bow to the Man who can beftow^ 
its ^nefices, the Reverence otherwiie due to them» 
will be turn*d into Scorn and Hatred ; nay, one 
fuch perfidious Prelate will do Relieicm more Hurt, 
by his Example, than an Hundred Infidels by their 
Writings ; thelc are the Men who d^;rade Reli* 

gion into Property, and, I amjmr&uied, that 

theie are the Buyers andStUers that Cbrifi ^ffcudh0O€ 
driven out of the temple.

^ M one of our late Difcourfes, we made 
a Comparilbn betwixt the Perfbns who 
are diteflfcdicd to our prefcnt ivifi 
and able Miniflers, and thofe Ani- 
mals commonly call'd CritickSy and 
the more I confidcr it, the more I 
am convinced, that the PafSons of both are adu- 
ftted by the fame Kind of Malignity, for it is cer- 
tain, the Critick is never fb well pleas'd as when 
he dilcovers a Blunder in Language or in Senfc, 
tl»c Dilafiedted never fo overjoy'd as when he ices 
a Bbmder in Government ; — ~ Nothing mortifies 

the 
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the OrlHck Hke fimie Aisdjis, BcaatVy Kothine goes 
to the Heart of the Diikfieded like a proiperous 
Scene of Aflairs, or fomc^Simp de MoHre in Poli-« 
ticks. 

The many glorious Expeditions that have heeit 
fitted out fer toitte: Years raft (and, above all, that 
ever^memoraUe one to SpHbead) gave the Difaf- 
feded of this Nation Pain enough ; but the annual 
Treaties that have been made during the Courfe 
of a wiie and. fteady Ackniniiftration, gave thprat 
much more, and the ample Satisfa£bion that was 
procured for our plunder'd Merchants, by the 
Treaty of Seville j well nigh turned their poor 
Hmds^ and broke their Hearts. 

. But there is another Circumitance, in which the 
Critick and^ the Diiaffed:ed ftill more ftrongly re- 
femble each odier ; for it is the Nature of the 
Critick, to make Faults where he can find none, 
and fo it is of the Diia£kd;ed ; which Humour 
hfts, for the Cborfe of fbme Years, mod flagrantly 
diicover'd itielf in the latter, and periiaps never 
more than at this Time; for, as there is Advice 
come of a new Treaty or G>nvention, lately flgn'd 
at Fttnnay they (the Difa£k^d) juftly appre&nd 
{from the known Addrefs and CaJfacHy ef certain Per* 
fens in the Jrt of negotiating with foreign Frinces) 
that it will be as advantagious as any of the for* 
mcr Treaties, and therefore, in order to throw a 
Damp upon the general Joy which this happy 
Event rouft raiie in the Nation, have found Moans 
to make the People believe, that the foreign Trade 
of this Nation has been declining for fbme Time 
paft, and ftill continues to decline. 

To ihew the World how little Foundation there 
is for raifing fuch idle Reports, I need only in- 
JForm the Readers, that I myfelf, with thcfe Ears, 
lia?e heard two or three Gentlemen maintain, that

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this Nadon never cnjoy'd a^ more flociriihiii^Traile 
' dnn at this preicnt W ritbg ; nay, Gentlemen in 
very good ^ployments too, Gentlemen extiemew 
ly well aficded to our prcftnt wife and able Mi- 
Bifiers, and, what is more, I have feen tb» lame 
Thing confidently ai&rted over and over again,, 
in the Writinn of tho& two learned and ingeni* 
COS Authors, MeJJUMfs Otb&m aifd Wdlfimgham^ Pb> 
AoB whofe Reputation for ftrift Veracity is as 
univer&ily allow'd as it is for Wit or Good Man- 
ners ; all which, it is pre£imed, will have more 
Weight with the Itnpardal, than the Teftimony 
of a Million of vulgar WitnefTes. 

I forefee what the Di&fifedcd will offinr on the 
other Side of the Queftioii ; I fay, I fbre&e it as 
well as if I was one of diem myfeflF; it is ten to one 
hut they will tell us, the general Sen& c/t the Peo* 
pie 18 on the other Side, and perhaps they wilt 
quote upon us, the Petitions of the feveral Cities^ 
Towns, and Corporations, which fbbfifl by Manu- 
fii&ures; they will think we fhall have nothing xot 
fiy, when they ihall put us in Mind, that the prin- 
cipal Inhabitants of Glmcefiety Exeter^ Nsithf^am, 
Cialfitrdf GfichefteTy Gftncefter^ 9^ert$tty Toftntony 
Hwtstnty Wood-Chefttty Coventry^ GUucefier/hirij Bed-- 
mmfiery Pansford^ Gte^^orrington^ ^efbuty^ B^dmht^. 
G^mmptony Bartin Regis^ ^cMs^ Letdsy Camelfwd^ 
Oakhamptony St, Edmund* $ Burjy Bajlneyy Newhny^ 
SMtnyy MnUady Ntrrwicby Rochdahy Oldhamy ml- 
Uriy PtymoHthy Broadmmchy Leicefiery HalJifaXy Laurn 
cifioTiy Lynn Reghy DevizeSy Keiteringy Tavejfocky Ox- 
ony Newport y NewSarttmy Cftditorty jljbhurnhamy and 
Eafi JVefl Lacey have fet their Hands to Petition^ to 
Parliament, complaining of the extreme Decay of 
the Woollen Manufa6ture, and of the pnodigioua 
Encreafe of their Poor. 

But alas ! how weak a Way of Reafbning is this f 
«•— Suppole, that, for Argument's Sake, we fhould 

al- 
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allow the Fad: to be true, viz. that the Qties and 
Towns before-laid have petition'd (which is more 
than we oueht to grant, according to the Modem 
Way of Political Controverfy ) but, I fay, if we 
ihould allow it, what will it amount to ? 

Perhaps there are not an hundred thoufand Per- 
sons concem'd in. all thefe Petitions, and, becaule 
thefe People know how to make Qoth^ does it 
therefore follow, that they muft be Judges of the 
Rife and Fall of Trade 7 Itis very obfcrvable, that 
the People genei-ally judge only by what they feel ; 
■ ■ ■ the Merchants, perhaps, don't take their 
Cloth off their Hands ; the Manufadxirers want 
Employment ; and this may put them out of Hu-> 
mour ; but, if iuch Circumftances as thefe fhould 
be admitted as Evidences, it may prove a very ugly 
Precedent, and may, Ibme Time or other, fcur 
hard upon the Condufb of Men in Power. 

If it be ask'd, to whom muft we appeal, in or« 
der to be iatisfied concerning the State and Gondii 
tion of Foreign and Domeftick Trade ? the An-^ 

fwer is plain ; to whom Ihould we appeal but 

to Gentlemen who poiGlefs good Employments, or 
fiich as enjoy Penfions^ (if any fuch there are) or# 
at leaft, to uich as are hired to write in Defence of 
great Men, from whom they may every now and 
then receive certain Hints and Lights, that may be 
of fingular Ufe towards fetting Men either Right or 
If^t^t^ in their Opinions 1 

. It IS very well known, that nothinfi" clears the 
Sight and enlarges the Underftanding like a good 

Tluct or a Pinfion \ the vericft Hum-drum re* 

ceives a general Knowledge of the Foreign and 
•Domeftick Interefts of his Country at the feme 
Time that he receives his Employment or Penfion ; 
talk to (uch an one upon common Affairs, you'll 
find him the feme Dunce he was before, but touch 
him upon the Subje^ of Politicks, and you'll difco- 

vcr 
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vcr pbdnlyv that he thinks fo&zswiffr^ afld as is^ 
mfi^ as the firft Mmifter himiel£ 

I am therefore of Opintoo, that we ought to con-* 
gratalaie our Gduntry upon two very fcMrtunate Gr- 
cumftances ; one is- upon the Cuftom of IpHtting 
Employments, the other i^n the late Pen &>nfiiu/ 
being thrown out. • • ■ ■ ■ For ever renowned be 
the McnM>ry of him who was the firft ImpentcMT of 
that Cuftom of dividing and parcelling out of Pla- 
ces, and may their Barnes iland foremoil in tlie 
Records of Fame, who were inHrumental in ftop- 
ping that pernicious Bill. 

In \isA Times, the very beft Anions have been 
cenlured and condemned ; I have read of a Mini^ 
fter of Sute, agsinft whom an univerfal Clamouf 
was rais'd, fer making Choice of Men renowned 
fer Ignorance for the Management of all AffairS| 
both Foreign and Domeftick, and yet no A^ion 
(when put m a true Light) will appear more defer- 
ving of Praife ; he that sives a Man a Place, of a 
good Penfion, imparts to mm Knowled^ and WiA 
Som, the greateft Gifts of Kature, and luch a 
Pra^d»ce was the beft Means of confhmtly prefo* 
ving a certain Portion c^ffood Senie in the Nation^ 

It is with no finail Fkaiure I confider, that, if 
the iame Policy ihould prevail in oih* Times* 
no Aee cou'd eveit boeft of 1^ many Geni^kmen^ 
ioth ny Nature, and fiducation^ ia well qnaliiy'd 
to lerve the Publick. 

' But, to return to our Subjed: ; ^We were (peak- 
ing of the nretended Decay of 'Trade in this Na« 
tion, and ot the trifling Proofe brought by the 
Diiafe^d, in order to fo{»port ib ill-grounded a 
Charge ; and one of theie is, that, in the Middle 
of this great City, that Part which ufed to be the 
very Center of Trade, and where great Fkies were 
formerly paid to the Landlords, to grant Leafes t«^ 
ri^e Tenants^ great Numbers of Shops and Houfes

I &y^ tho' every Man may foe, that i^everal 
HouJCes and Shops, of the beft Sending for Trade^ 
are iopfaken, and iftand empty, yet every Man is 
iicft wife enough to .look imo the true Cauto ef ^ch 
an Alteration ; and if there are any who attribute 
it to a Decay of Trade, I ihall beg the liberty of 

difiering with them in Opinion. There may bt 

ieveral other Caoies, and one, in particular, (which 
I take to be the preicnt) is the over-grown Wealth 

of the Landlords. Wealth makes Men wanton^ 

and the Liandlords will not give thomfelves the 
Trouble of Letting tlieir Hooies, till they came' 
to want Money ; nay, the Tenants too, when they 
grow rich, arc apt to grow proud, and to be above 

their BuHneii. And, if the Farmers in feveral 

Parts of England have lately thrown up their Farms to 
their Landlords, it may be Owing to the Plenty of 
the Times, and the Lowneis of Taxes, which has 
iet them above 'Living hy their Labour and In« 
du(h:y, and made thein think of nothing but turn« 
ii^ G^itlemen. 

Thus have we made out, that the Proofi 
which the DiiafFe^ed appeal to, are the Symp-*- 
toms of the Increaie^ not the Decay of Trade, 
^hidi brings to my Muid the Oblervation of a

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certain Author, diat tMhhg is foHhfy UftdnaHa^ 
$hft AS t90 much Jld&ney^ and ms was the Fate of 
S^itf as the learned Dan Diego Savereda has verjf 
well obfervM. 

«♦ The Fruits of the Earth, in former Ages, had 
<« made Sfahi fo rich, that Lewis the Eki/entb of 
«* France^ being come to the Court of ^cieihj was 
«* afionifh'd at its Splendor, and flid, that he had 
«* never fcen any thuig to be compared to it, either 

** in EMrepe^ or Jfia, He that, in his Travels to 

•* the Holy Land, had run through every Province 

<• of them. In the Kingdom of Caple alone, if 

«* we may believe (everal vv riters, there were, for 
« the Holy War, from all Parts of the World,' got 
^* together an hundred thoufand Foot, ten thou- 
«* iandHorfe, and fixty thoufand Carrij^es for Bag-

fhoiild take OflFence. For Shame, Uhrkkj ftand 

to your Teirt, tho* you ihouid be convi^bed by a 
thoufand WitnefTes, and let it never be iaid, tnat 
any of the Family of the Ulricks was fcen to bluih. 

You next tell us, how fatal it might have been 
for England^ if the Flemtnhtgs had eftablifli'd a 
Woollen Man\j£i€tarc in the Low Cmttries, 

If the Di(a£Fedted ihouid agree with you here» 
they will ask you, perhaps, to what Purpofe is^this 
advanced ? Is the Emperor bound by this new Treaty 
of fl€n77a to hinder the erecting any foch Manu- 
facture in thoie Dominions ?

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own Intereft, and the exoettent Talants of our pre-^ 
lent wif& md able-MtoUbr^) are not lb thidk and 
adherent bat thgr may be removed- by proper 
Application, and 1 begin to^apprehend, tiiat a Man

beaten Party ; moreover, I am^now of ^Opinion, 
that it is a pretty Thing to bask under the Shade 
of Power, and therefore fome pretty little Em- 
ployment, with a very large Salary ^^ and Noriiing;

Something I iayv that wou'd furniih a Mtn Frttich 
Wine, and Wendics, and Opera's, and Mafque- 
rades, and KnawSi Faehi and ^mtirers about him» 
ibr when I am a great Man I muft do kicc fbmc others, 
and keep good Compan)^* 

It will DC altt^:ether indifferent to me, whether 
I am madean'Admiralof theFleet, a General of the 
Army, or aSecretiay of State ; or, inde^, a good 
. &t Bifhoprick would content me; Ifor, like iorae 
other Gentlemen, I hold myielf equally qualified 
for them all ; but if none of tfaefe-&ould happen to 
be vacant, I don't much care if an Office of three 
or four thouiand Pounds a Year ihould be eredred 
on Purpofc for me, or a Penfion of the lame Value, 
which will make me eafy 'till Something better 
offers. 

It might, perhaps, intimidate fbme Peribps from 
engaging on this Side the Queftion, wkeniti^ob- 
ferved with what Scorn and Nqgle^ thofc two great 
Wits and profound Polidci«Ts, Mefficurs Oshorn and 
U^ijJfimbarny have been treated bf thcFublick ; and 
it mi^ht, in paiticulari haVe that E&^ upon 6t» 
who iscon&ioQs4» hinlelf, that his Qualifications 
for this Province arc infinitely Ihort of^thcir^; fear 
I am ready to confefs my own Weakneis, and that 
I am much afraid, L ihall not ^be able immediately 
toai&rt Right fit he IVrong^ aiid Black to hi lFbite\ 
yet there may be Hopes, that a Quarter or two 

Penfion, 
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PenfioBy and the keeoitig of good Company in 
the ipean Time^ may^ by beerees, brmg me to it. 

Buty fince I have named thoie two ingenious 
Gentlemen, I think it will not be improper to take 
Kotice of Ibme of the Cavils which aredaily made to 
their Writings, and alio to ihcw the little Weight 
there is in thole Cavils ; becaule rfieir Cafe may 
fliortly become our own. 

Some Perfons have objieded to thofe Gentlemen, 
that they fi^uently aflert F^€ts contrary to De- 
monftration, draw O>ncluiions from them without 
any Rea(bn> as if they had an undoubted Right of 
being always in the Wrong; and Liberty itfclf, 
as they ieero to undeifiand it, is Nothing but a 
Licenie for thofe who write for Men in Power of 
afferting the moft palpable PaUhoods. 

This, perhaps, may ibund like a heavy Charge 
in fbme People's Ears ; but, when thorougljr ex- 
amined, it will be found to have very little Weight ; 
for allowing it to be true, that thete Gentlemen, in 
the Courfe of their Writings, Ihew no Regard to 
Demonftration ; my Anlwer is, why ihould they ? 
Certainly, thofe who write in Favour of Men in 
Power ought to enjoy fbme Privileges beyond 

other Authors. We lee, that the meaneft 

Domeftick of a Peer of ParHament, or Member of 
the Houfc of Commons, is protected from Airefts, 
out of Rclpcft to his Maiter, and moft a Perfbn 
who holds the Rank of a Gentleman, and who 
lifts himfelf in the Service of a Miniftcr of State, 
pofTeis no Diftindbion, that may give him a little 
Advantage over the meaneft Inhabitant of Grab" 

fireet? Certainly, the Thing ipcaks itfclf; 

the very People who argue againft this Practice 
will hot deny, I believe, but Minifters of State 
themlclves, and publick Jmbajfadors^ may lie, 
upon Ibme Occafions, and it is a Maxim, that there 
is Nothing which a Man may legally aft liimfelf,

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but he may alfp adt by his Attorney, which plainly 
proves, that thcfe Gentlemen have done Nothing 
Dut ^ liat they might fairly do by Law> or, at Icaft, 
by Cuftom, which has the Force of Law. 

Befides, Writers, beyond Men of any other 
Prcfeflion, feemto have a Right, Ifui Jurist as we 
call it, of being indulged in the Liberty of aflcrting 
vhat the ignorant are pleasM to call Falfhoods; 
for Authors of all Kinds bear fbmc Relation to 
Poets, and how often do you meet in the Works of 
the Poets the diminutive Part of a Thing afferted 
to be the whole! how frequently do you fee a 
Mchlpl fweird up to a Mfiuntaip^ by the U(e of a 
certain Machine which they call an Hyperhole! which 
Machine is defcrib'd in a few Lines by ^n excel- 
lent Poet, which I fhall here quote, taking the Li- 
berty to alter two or three Words, in order to 
make it the more applicable to my prcfent Pur- 
pofe. 

Hyperboles, fo darwg andfo hcJdj 
Difdasning Bounds^ are hy no Rules contronVd ; 
^bove the Qoudsy and far beyond our Sight y

Ihould take it into their Heads, to call the Poets 
to Ai^couht, and to rax them with writing Falf^ 
hoods, wou'd not fuch a Critick be counted a Mad- 
man, or what is. worfe, moft ihaniefully ignorant 
of allthofe Rights and Liberties annex'd to the 
Profeffion of a Poet, and wiiich arc comprehended 
under the Licetitta Poetica, 

If, therefore, I were to undertake to prove, that 
all our Affeirs, for fbme Years jpaft, have been 
condudfced with great Wii3om ana Dexterity, and, 
that all the Meafures that have 'been taken, have 
evidently tended to the Publick Good/ I wou'd be- 
gin, by aflerting pofitively, that there was a larger 
jr)emand than ever for our Home Maniifadrures ; 
•that our Trade was more extcnfive than formerly;

TThe Dreamer goes on to tell us, that War lud- 
denly begun mav laft a great while, with ibmc 
other common, auU and orowzy Sentences to the 
fame Purpofe, which have been repeated an hun^- 
dred Times already, and then fhe comes to be a 
little more particular, in thele Words. , 

" Is not this fuflScient Caulie for all wife Men

I have read of a MiniifHy whith never entred 
upon any extraordinary Afeir without firft having 
fek the Pulie of the People about it, and this was 
done by caufing Repots to be fpread before-hand , 
thdt foch or (iich a Thing Was defign'd ; — by 
thele Means they came at the true Sentiments of the 
People, always knew what would be well received, 
and what not, and took thfefr Mcfafures according- 
ly ; all that W* know Of thfem fa, thAt they be- 
came great FaV^utites wfth the Ptfblicki ^^^ Tilings 
went well under theSrAdiiiinlfti^tidh. 

But the Miithief i^, tliac thc^ #ho arc not capa- 
ble of doing any ttimg that is good or worthf , 
have often a monc eager Tliirft after Popularity 
than the moft deferving.— — Let us efcimine Mad- 
kind, and we ihail find, that the Corrupt, the Ig- 
norant and the Weak, are highly o&nded with 
the PuMick, if it does not oflfer the Uxnt Incenle 
to them, which is only due to Vertue and Wifilom. 
They alfo aim at Popularity, but how 1 by 
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Methods generally prcpoftcrous and bale. -*— There 
is a little i6# Ctitimi^kin (uch Men, which teaches 
them to throw 'ttfc Omim atid Infamy of their owii 
bad A6Hons'u^ii'idlfher9, and when (in Defiance 
of Troth) th«y aifert t^efnielves to have been the 
Promoters '6f"i6itoc Mteibr^ which they openly 
oppofed, they valoe them&lves as rooft pcrfco:

An hdt was pafif*dy the laft SeflioBs bat one, ftr 
preventing Bribery awd'<3onmptioil, in thej Eledion 
of Members of P^rliamefit. — ^— This Aft had been 
brought into the Houle of Commitfns Year after 
Year, by ibme Gentlemen, who thought the Pre- 
lervation of our Gonftittition depended upon it ;

Bill in another Place ; chat Place, I mean, where 
the Right Reverend Fathers of our Church have

In a little Time great C^ainoars bc^n to arife 
againft the Bill ; and the m&rior Qergy^ byfdie 
lufinuatious, were inducfd to. believe, that there 
was a wicked Defign to violate their Property. 

It is impbffibte to ima£;me (what I know lias been 
conftantly given out) that Letters to this Purpoie 
were wntten, by a certain Peribn or Pedbns who 
arc ftiled Right R' nd, becauie every body 

knows that thole Gentlemen give iiich Qn6t At- 
tendance to the Bufinefs of the Nation, and more 
efpedally when anything is dependii^ which con> 
cems the libertv off the Subject, that they cou'd 
not want a true Information of every Qrcumftance 
of this Aflair, tho* it was thrown out before it came 
up to their Houfe. 

When tlie Clergy were thoroikhly animated and 
a fufficient Spirit was rais*d againft tnis Bill, a cer- 
tain cunning P laid hold of the lucky Inci- 
dent to make himfelf of Confequence to the M-^r. 
* This Perfbn, they fiy, ufually plies about 
WhHehaU Stahsj and has flood for fbme Time firft 

Oars to L --A, I think his Kick-name among 

his Brother Tritons, or in plainer Engltfl? among 
the Watermen, is Cardinal Co/cia; he went, I fay,

^ly, fye lie wbefe Anions will fland the Teft, is 
never reduced to this <:rocAed Policy. 

If the falle Account whidi has been given « 
lUs Matter of Fad, ftoa*d be belicnred by ibiK 
Ckmnnen who live remote from the Scone of Bu- 
.find^ and who may have a Re^^ft fdr the Chi- 
raaer of the Person who fends the Inteiligeiice, it 
:woi»'d be no Wonder ; for Men who l»^c p«»*A 
thdr Lives in Study, and efpecialty ttt the Stiwy « 
the Holy Scrijtures, —— Mca who arc Straiijcrs 
fo the Vices ot Courts, are more cafily iwipofed up6a, 
duM thoie who have lived long in the Qreaf World; 
•nay, it is an old as wdU as true Ob&rvatiot, the 
ftone are ^ credulous as thofe who are free fromjU 
Deceit tbemfelves ; and kt Free-thinioers and Deift 
.lay what they will, they will not be able to (eA 
ainoi^ any Profeffion, fb many Mril of inofienfivt 
Lives, and found Morals, as amongf^ the infetisr 
Clcrs)r ; and little does the Country Curate, wWi 
Mind is intent upon the Care of his Flock, thinkf 
what the Defigns of him may be who ph&s U^ 
Time in cringing amidft a Circle \>f Slaves at the 
Levee of a Man m Power ; little does the good P^ 
rrfli Priefk know to what baie Drudgery % i ^ 
frtdewfltdoo|^, moifder to be eaaked.- 

I hope 
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I hope there is no Man amongft us, cither Church- 
man or Laick, who will ju^ify any Tricks which 
may tend to bring the inferior Clergy iiito a Depen- 
dance, and under tlK Subje&ion of their Superiors, 
in temporal as well as (piritual Concerns* 
If fuch Projeds ihou'd take Efea:, it wou'd be 
turning our Church into a Church militant indeed, 
where every Man that is Med mud obey his com- 
manding Oflker. »> If it ihou'd once come to 
that, I lay, who knows but, in fbme Time after, a 
Bill may be propoied againft Ecck&afiicdl Mutiny^ 
that the poor Pneft might be bane d for dilbbey;- 
ing the Orders of his Biihop, as the Soldier is for 
mutinying againft his Colonel. 

I own, I ihou'd be againft all Attemps that look 
that Way, for, as our Cleran/men have an equal 
Right with the Reft of the &DJe&s, of voting ft>r 
the Eleduon of Members to ferve in Parliament, I 
had much rather fee the Country Curate give his 
Intereft to the honefteft Gentleman in his Neigh- 
bourhood, for no other Reafbn but becaule he 
knew him to be fo, than to receive the Commands 
of his B— p in London^ to vote for fbme Cour- 
tier he never heard* of before, under the Pain of 
£cclefiaftico->military Execution. 

Some Arts have been made ule of by the iuperior 
Clergy, even in antient Times, to attach their Infe- 
riors to their Intereft, fuch as giving Penfions, out 
of their Biihopricks, to the poor Priefts in their 
Diocefi, leaving Deanaries, rrebendaries, ^c to 
be pofle(s'd.by thole of lower Rank, never taking 
to themielves any anti-chrifiian Cures in comment 
ianty not to mention the Humour of building 
Churches, and endowing Colleges, which, in thofe 
Days pofTefs'd them; but, if thefe Arts fhou'd be 
left Off, I hope no others will be taken up in their 
Room, becauie I look upon all Influence, to be a 
Kind of foul Play..

Gihimnies they have rais'd againft thele Gentkmea 
to be true, (which we are fax from doing) what 
would it be to us ? would that leiTen the Publick 
Debts? —— would it revive our finking Trade ? 
*■ wou'4'it roend a bad Treaty, or gain any one 

National Point ? 

I am now fpeaking to you in my own Charader* 
as one of the People, — — as one that can receive 
fieither Prejudice nor Advantage from any Meaiiire 
that is taken, any otherwise than as it affe^ the 
Commonwealth m general, and I can afTure you, 
that great Numbers of us would be lorry to fee this 
jihefcation about Perfbns continue much longer, fer 
we have a Notion, th^, if it ihould contmue, it 
may divert the Attention of the Publick irom thofe 
National A&irs, which lately have been, and 
which (I hope) always will be, theprincipdObje&s 
of our Soliatude and Concern. 

I muft tell you further, that it is our humble 
Opinion, there is as much Reafon, at present, for

I fancy, Mr. Fogy if you confider the Tranladti- 
ons of Ibme Years pafl, and, at the lame Time con-

tempfate our prdent happy Situation, you will be 
apt to be of Opinion, that we can hardly turn our- 
Iclves to any new Treaty, or ihiftto any new Alli- 
ance ; all thofe wholclbme Expedients which 

have hitherto maintained a rnoft lalutary Suipence, 
and kept us out of War, (tho', it muft be confelsM, 
not entirely free from the Expences and Loffes 
which ufually accompany War) icem to be at an 

End. Wc have treated with the Emperor, and 

with France f exclufive of Spain ; ■ We have 

treated with France without either of the other two ; 
— — we have treated with France and ^ain excluli vc 

of the Emperor ; and we have treated with the 

Emperor without either France or Sfain ; ■ b ut^ 

no doubt, there may be good Reaions for all this. 

I think, Alliances are a kind of National Mar- 
riages. I have heard of a Fellow, who, being 

called to an Account, by the Law, for marrying 
Icveral Wives, anlwered very gravely, that it v/as 
owing neither to Inconftancy or Lewdnels, but that 
he' thought it the, Part of a wile Man to marry off 

till he ecu* d meet with a good Wife. I fiippole, any 

Nation may treat on, till flie meets with a good Allyi 
without Ottence to her Neighbours. 
• But what feems to be very odd in this Affair, ij?, 
that France Should take it into her Head to be jet^- 
lous, and relent thefe Proceedings, asif Ihethougl t 
herfclf our firft and lawful wife, or our lawful 
Husband (for I cannot tell which to call her, unlefs

to refent it, when it might be realbnably ex-

or Hazard of executing what has been mg^attd. — 
fciow ungrateful, therefore^ muft the rroceeding^ 
of France be, to rcfcnt a Condu^ fb fair, ia kind, 
Co generous, and which has not the leafl Appearance 

of Self-Interdl ! What Excufe can they have 

lor giving us Umbrage, and caudng an Alarm ou

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the feveral G)ntin&;encies which may happen, dc-

Affairs. It is, therefore, high Time, that thefe

Mr. JVa1fingham<, it fcems, was the Author of the 
Pamphlet call'd the Remarks on the Craft/mart's Vindica- 
tion of his two Patrons ; he has had the Modefty ta 
own it, after all the Falfhoods, of which it has been 
detcdtcd. — Whilft the Friends ol the Gentleman 
againfl whom he declaims, were ignorant of their 
Adverfary, there might be fbme Reafbn for their 

defending them ; if they certainly knew a Perfon 

of fbme Confcqucnce to have been their Author, 
there might alfb be fbme Reafbn for entering into a 
Defcnccj btit, when fuch a contemptible Tool as 
thisftands up, and names himfctf fur the Atithor, 
how can they anfwer him? ■ Such an Animal 

may think it an Honour to ingage in a Conteft with

fy, or Confem of am Mniftr^ or Ptrftn emcttnd with 
aitj Mnifiet. if the Gentlemen on the other Sid^ 
Aou'd nor believe hito, I hope ncverthclcfi, that, 
for the puWick Good, they will aft as if they did 
believe him, and dcfpifc him accordingly. 

If a Man t^as going about ibme BuSttefi of pub- 
lick Utility, and a dirty low Fellow fhou'd be hir- 
ed to ftand at the Corner of a Street, to throw Dirt 
at him, as he pafs'd, in order to interrupt him, wou*d 
it be proper or wile for this Perlbn to iuifcr himlelf 
to be diverted from an Affair of publick Concern, to 
ingafi;e with this Fellow and throw Dirt at him again; 
no; I think a Man whofe ^eateH Boaft it has beeni 
both in publick and in private, that he is hired to

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call Names, is not a proper Antagonift for Qeode* 
men who arc endeavouring to fcrve their Country. 

Mr. D* Jnvers has treated on Subje&s wnich 
concern our Qvil Rights ; he has handled others,

when we come to read them, we find Nothing iu

Preferment. ■ Sure, if Mr. P had never

The two firft were of difierent Countries, and 
lived diftant in Time from each other i The 

two laft were Countrymen and Cotemporaries. —

when Corruption firft began to infinuate itielf into 
their different Commonwealtlis, and to make At- 
tempts upon publick Spirit : — The two laft 

when publick Spirit was openly callM Sedition, 

The two firft made an honourable Figure in their 
Countiy: The two laft made a Kind of a 

fcur^ figure in theirs. . 

But, if we fliould compare the two great Men laft 
named in Refpedb to each other, we might, with 
Juftice, obferve, that they were equally ivifey 
equally i&owy? ; yet they fecm to have taken a dif- 
ferent Turn in their Studies. ■ Walfivgham% 
Orations are made up chiefly of Declamation ; he de- 
lighted but little in Matter, or Argument, having 

applied 
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tpplied all his Parts, both natural and acquired, to 
^hercatioft ; and tho* Osbom (ccras to have gone much 
deeper in the Knowledge of Politicks, yet his great- 
eft Admirers allowed that he yielded to the other in 

the Science of Scolding. It has been oblcrv'd, 

by certain Criticks, that fbmc of fFalJtngham's Ora- 
tions, as, for Example, thofe of the more moderate 
Sort, ihould be pronounced, accompanied with Ac- 
tion, rather than read ; that they wou'd found bcft 
from a<7iA, and to do them Juftice, they ought to be 
fiufffled thro' the Nofe. ~- — Tlic ESfcourfcs of 
Ostcrn are of a more &miliar Kind, and leem to 
be of the fame Pitch cf£ Good Scnfc with what mav 
be heard every Day, as often as (bme half-drunfc 
Mcchanick is dilpofcd to fettle the Nation. ■ ■ ■ ^ ' 
Both thele great Men fcem to be Followers of Jack^ 
who was the yoangcft Brother of Peter and of Mar- 
tiny and Founder of a certain Se£t, whofe Diiciples 

all run mad with Contradid:ion. But there was 

this DiflSnrcnce between them, that as IValJtn^ham 
was always contradidinj; others, Ostom was eter- 
nally contradifting him£lf! 

It the Writings of thefc Gentlemen appear fb 
fingular, I take it to be owing to the following Rea- 
fon, that the Age we live in ha9 made greater Im- 
provements in Politicks than in any other Science 

whatfbever. VMaebiavel^ Eichlteuy or Mazarine^ 

were to revive s^n, and to Hve in our Nation » they 
wou'd wonder at thor own Igjnorance, and, when 
they fhould compare the Writings of die aforefaid 
Gentlemen, as well as of all the Reft who have 
Iittely write on the fame Side, widi the Maxims 
whidi they left the World, they would be forced to 
' confcfs, that they underfiood Nothing of the Art of 
Government. 

The long uneafy Situation of our Affairs has not

Time fince, relating to the Abufes 
which are but too often committed 
in the Prance of Phyfick. 

As Health is the greateft Blefling 
of the Life of Man, and as the laid 
"Pamphlet, perhaps, has not fallen into every Body's 
Hands, it will not be amils to give our Readers ibme 
Part of it, that it may be a Caution to them to take 
Care whom they employ, when they have the 
Misfortune to be ficlf . 

This Treatife was ftil'd the Empirick^ and came 
out by Way of Epiftle, addrefs'd to one of the 
Profcffion.

** pie, who, at prcfent, engrofs the whole Circle 
** Qf Pradice to themfelves ; of whom "tis hard to 
" determine whether they have a greater want of

" every thing, except Cunning ; and who, amongft 
** them all, poflefs no one fingle Talent in Perfc&- 

*' on, but that of Impudence. 

" This, Sir, is their Charader in general : . 

" Now, for that of ilo£'/;^ SuBLi^ATB, their Prin- 
» ** cipal i 
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" dtKil; whcs with not ib much Learning as an 
*< Apothecary, or half ib much Addrefi as a Mouii* 
*< tebanky has the Impudence to write himfelf /I/. D* 
<^ and bjT the meer Dint of his audacious Fronty 
« has puih'd himfelf to the very Top of his Pro- 
« feflion. 

** Do£tor SvBLiMATK^ who, I dare aniwer, 
<* will fbrgire me every TUng I have to &y oi 
<< him, when he perceives I have given him his Title, 
^< was the Son of a Country Farmer, who was ib 
" far from ever dreaming that Bob flfcoold come to 
♦< be a Firft-rate Pbyfiaan, that the old Fellow 
*^ icarce equip'd him with Lathi enough to decyphev 
'< the Inicription of a Gallipot, or to conftrue « 
** JDo^r's Recd^pt, much IdS to write one. 

" Nature was mdeed ftmething kinder to him 
<' than his Parents, and tho', out of Fitv to Mankind, 
<* ihc would not truft him with any lai^e Share of 
" Capacity, yet Ihe (upplted the Deficiency with 
" certain (uccedai\eou$ Qualities, which have ren* 
" dcr'd him much fitter foe that Figure that by 
" her Favour he was defign'd to make. ■ " T hug^ 
'* tho* he be void of Wildom, yet he abounds in 

^* Subtlety. And tho', in Truth, he has bnt 

*< very moderate Parts, yet he di%ui&s that De- 
** fe^ well enough, by his having a moft im* 
** moderate AiTurancc. 

*< Whilft a Boy, his Em^oyment was to mind 
•* his Father's Cattle. — As for his Diverfions, 
" they confided in robbing his Neighbours Or- 
** chards, and fuch like Tricks, which he com* 
** mitted from a certain innate Difpofition, that 
** has (hick fo clo(e by him ever fince, that be has 
" even in the moft exalted Station of his Life, 
*' given more than one Inilance of his natural 
" rropenfity to Thieving. 

" When he firft difcover^d an Inclination to 
<* Phyfick, he became a great Admirer of tha re- 

" gular 
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'<* gular PradHce ; and, as loon as his <mt-fide Ap-« 
« pearance of Vertue had gain*d him any Shard 
" of Reputation, he engag'd it fblcly in Defence 
«< of its Profeffors, againft the Quacks in Vo^u^, 
«« which gain'd him lb much favour with his Par- 
«« ty, that, tho' his Circumflances were very nar- 
*« row, yet he kept up the Appearance of a For- 
•« tune, and had' his Exigcnaes continually lup- 
*« plied by the Indulgence of certain regular Phy- 
** licians, who had acquired large Eftates by their 
« former Practice. 

" Bv their Recommendation, on the methodical 
« Pramce becoming again the Mode, he got into 
•* the Service of an old Man of Qualitv ; where, 
*« in Gratitude to his Benefe&)rs, tie ftudied the 
*< Temper of his Matter fo exactly, that, in a fltort 
«< Time, he elbow'd out every one of the Faculty 
« that were about him. — The old Gentleman 
•* happen'd to come to a great Eftate, which 
*< obliged him to live upon it, out of his own 
«* Country. He had no very good Opinion of liis 

«< new Tenants. This R(^in improved Co well, 

** as to perfwade him, that he would infallibly be 
<« poilbn'd, if ever he took a Dote of Phyfick 

«* from any Hand but his own. Thus every Bo- 

** dy but the Creatures of Doftor Suhtimate were 
** immediately dilmifs'd, and a Set of his own Mc- 
** tallick Relationsput into their Places. 

" R[>bin now poflels'd of his Mailer's Ear, made 
«* Ufc of it to fill his Head with a Parcel of the 
** oddeft Stories that ever were heard of. — • 
*• He made him believe that the greatcft Part of his 
*' Tenants and Servants were gone wrong in theif 
*' Heads, and that, if he did not order them to 
" be taken proper Care of, 'twas ten . to one but 
** in Ibme of their mad Freaks they would either 

** turn him out of Doors, or chop his Head off. 

** The old Gentleman, who, from the finall Time

*^ mily, yet SubUmaft^ who was always putting in

«* — The other Pnty ( whatever might be ofa^e^ed 
<**to them) were ^/f/, and had iuch an Averiion 
^ to a Blockhead, that they would never iufier him 

*' ibmuch as to come amon^ them. Honefty, 

*^ to which Jlv&//xff4Br^ made a high Pi«eenee,was what 
<< chiefly recommended him to the Regulars, but 
<< he had loon like to have o^ed their Eyes, by

** IM/ii's Ifflpudmce prov*d now, as indeed it has 
•« upon every other Occafion, his beft Proteftion : 
« —He not only deny'd the Fad, even after the 
** Proof was plain, butcry'd out it was a Forgery 
** of the Quacks, who were bent to^ ruin him.-— 
" This had inch an lS,Se€t upon the Regulars, that 
« theyluppoitcd him with Money, during all the 
« Time of his Impriibnment ; and though they 
" could nor ftop the Profccution, yet they ftnind 
** Means to have the Sentence mitigated. • 
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•' SuBiiMATEyinroturiiy madcule of all his little 
^* Rhctorick to abufe their Enemies, and was con- 
"" tinually making inveftivc Speeches againft all the 
«< Profeffcrs and Praftitioners of the Other Side ; 
*< notwithftanding which, fince he has come into 
** Practice himlelf, he has turn'd as arrant a Quack

" had a clumfy Head, a rough Speech, and an un- 
'* couth Behayiour; ■ He never examinM a 

" Patient without an Oath ; nor ever gave his Opt^ 

" nion in any Cafe, without aG—d D— m me. la 

** fine, the Man would have done well enough as a 
*• Country "Squire, for which Nature had plainly 
** defign'd htm; but being thus unluckily put out 
** of his Road, he made almoft as great a Block- 
**" head in the Surgery as Robin did in the Fr^Gticz 
« of Phyfick. 

" Bltifler had moreover the Ear of his Maftcr ; 
*-* and accompanying him once in a Progrels that 
** he took to fome other Country, by the Advice of 
** the Brethren of the Bolus there, he jumbled to- 
*' gether an unaccountable Pack of heterogeneoui 
•' Ingredients, to which he gave the fwelling I'itlc 

** of Elixir Magnum Pacificum. This Pre- 

*' paration, on his Return Home from this JourneJ% 
•' making fbmeNoifc, Sublimate not havingSkill 
** enough to know as yet, what Turn it would take, 
** carefully gavp out, that the Whole was originally 
** a Prefcription of his own; and xXizx Bhfier had 
** only made free with his Receipt: But the Medi-f

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**'cine foon difcovering irfelf to be a ftrong Ca- 
«' thartifky inftead oiF the j^twdyne^ for which it had 
** been received, Boh^ with his uliial Affiirance,

" sdvifed Blttjier againft it, and- caution 'd him of 
«« its Etfeds: But fome People, adds the Dodor, 
" will be pofitivc ; and fee what comes on't.— —

" Blustje.r into fuch a Paffion, that burning his 
** Papers, breaking his Lancets, and throwing

^ aniiKiateASe^oafinrCorrupitioni that he, onc^ 

** upon 
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«• upon a Time, took the greatefi Pains, to ftifle a 
•« Profccutioh againft an old drunken Lawyer, for 
" no other Reafbn in the World, but becaufe he 
** was generally reputed almoft as great a — ^ as 
« himfelf. 

" But, when I am talking of thefe Bons in Phy- 
** fick, I think, I ought, by no Means, to forget 
** Dr. Judasy a foreign Quack, from whom (as 
" fbme People fay) Sublimate had his chief In- 
<* ftrudions for compofing his EUSharium An^num 
** Mirahiley or his 'Wonderful quieting Electuarv 

• " OF Seville Oranges. This Fellow was 

•* commonly reported to have been a Low-Gountry- 
** man by Birth, but ftudied Phyfick, either at So- 
** lamanca or Segovia^ {I could never find out which) 
«* and had been, in his Turn, both applauded and 
«* exploded, by almoft all the Countries in Europe^ 

^* for his celebrated Chymical ExtraBions* Sub- 

*• LI MATE having giving him Shelter for fbmc 
** Time, he pretended, out of Gratitude, to difco- 
•* ver to him the before-mentioned Medicine. 
<* boafting of it as the greateft Secret in the World 
** for allaying Heats and preventing Eruptions. — ^ 
'** Robiriy giving an implicit Credit to this bold Pre- 
•* tender,Degan to magnify the Virtues of his Eleftu- 
** ary outofMcafure, 'till People, at laft, notwith- 
** ftanding their Suite to Sublimate, began to 
** doubt whether tnere really might not be fbmc 

** Truth in it. But, upon Trial, alas ! it proved 

*' no better than one o£ Charles BIuJler*s Elixirs , an<L 
*' inftcad of an Anodyne, was a downright Horfe

< lick) that this Medicine wiU yet perform all tliat 
« I have promilcd for it. — What has happened was 

* owing only to a flight Miftake in one of my Ope,- 
« rators, which has caulcd it to ferment a little ; 
« but, allow me (fays he) three or four Months of 

* cold Weather, to fct it again in Digeftion, and, 
' with an Addition of a Chymical Oil, or two, 

< which, at the firft Preparation, were not pcrfeftr- 

< ly extraded in my Elaboratory, I will fb eza&lfr 
-* adapt its curative Intention to the prefcnt Epidc- 

« mical Scurvy, that it ihall not only eflfcdtualljr 

* cleanie away all grofs Humours, but alfo fb tho^ 

* roughly purify the Blood, as wholly to eradicate 

* the Seeds of the Diflemper, and certainly prcr 

* vent thofc Breakings out of which mofl People

** Sublimate's sreateft Pcrfcdhon, and what 
*^ had indeed been the chief Means of raifing him 
** to his great Practice, had been an Aptnds to 
*< comply with the Temper, and (idt himfelf to tl»e 
" Humours, of whomever he thought it his Intereft 
*' to work upon.—— -Thus it happened when his 
** Enemies once prevailed to get nim tum'd out, 

*' and prohibited to pra^fc ; Rob'my on thi^ 

" imrocdLitcIy endeavoured to grow popular. — r 
** All his Airs of Grcatnefs forfbok him at once. — r 
" He condcfccnded to converfe with the mcaneft 
•* of the People, or, to fpeak with more Propriety,

«' he began to re-afume himfelf. * It is a great 

* Trouble to me, good Folks* (lays he) to fee you 

* reduc'd to fb lamentable a Condition, and to fee

* When I came into Pradicc, you cannot but re- 

* member, that peccant Humours abounded, and,. 

* th^t the Symptoms in general of your Difeafe 

* indicated it fb ftrongly, that it was impoflible for 

* me to avoid prcicribmg you a low Diet, and the 

* taking away a little Blood ; but ^, by Degrees,. 
< I had, by my Skill, difpell'd the Malignity of the

" Admiflion of a Corn-cutter. 

** Dodror Sublimate was the moft vehement 
** Accufer, and the moft vigorous in profecuting 
«' thole who had been in the Vogue of Pradticc 
** before him, for fbme Miftakes which he pre* 
<* tended they had committed in their Prelcriptions. 

•• ' But the Crime on which he moft ftrenuoufly 

** infifted was, their keeping a Correfpondence 

** with one RofelU^ a French Qjack. Suppofing, 

** cries Sublimate, they' could clear themfelves 
*• of all the reft, they ought to be hang'd, were 

*' it for this only. There is (contmues. the 

<' Doctor) fuch a Difference betwixt a French and 
** an Englijh Conftitution, between Fellows bred

AM one ofthoie who have all icafo- 
nable Honour and Eficcra for the 
Mcmofy of King WillUmh ^* } 
do not bcftow oa it the ufualEpi* 
thct$ of Glory and ImmartalitjTi 
which I dunk more proper for hui 
who made the World, and redeemed Mankind. 

But I can't help faying, the late Attempt, bvln- 
itilts and Reproaches or diSEiciii ICxnds, tO" obtain 
Leave of the Qty of London for erc6i:ing a Statue 
to that Prince's Memory in Che/tpfidej is one of the 
moft extraordinary Things I have met with. 

And indeed, were the Truth known, I believe, 
the Hero-Founders at Hyde-Park Corner^ having a 
Number upon their Hands, both Horfe and Foot, 
have let up this Scheme, and, for its Support, cm- 
ploy'd the Hackney Authors of many infolcnt 
Papers, and Paragraphs in the News, which have 
been publiihed on that Subjedt. 

And therefore, if the City will but take ibmc of 
thele dull Commodities off" their Hands, and let up 
but an Jkxander and Bucephalus y the End will be an- 
fwer'd, and the Clamour ceale.

of his Side, to enga^ die Multitude joining with 
him, f^/;^. R£t.iGiON, LzBBKTY, and rnoPERTYl 
and,, had he i^il'd of Succeis,. and furviv'd a Defeat, 
or the Lois of his Liberty, wou'd his Life havd 
been in the Power of thofe he invaded ? No! He 
was a Sovereign Prince, and by the Law of Nauons^ 
might wage War againft his Friend and his Father 
with Impunity. And, at the lame Time, had this 
Security from allthoie who entered into Engage-* 
ments with him, that their Lives^ their Honours, 
and Eltates muft have been the Sacrifice to an o£Eend«^ 
cd Mafbcr, had notthe Enterprixe lucceeded; (04 
as King W'Hliam- himielf did not engage with the 
Pecpkthemfehes^ in this great £vent,on equal Terms, 
the Honour and Glory of that Entcrprizc ought not 
to be attributed to him only, but thole who had the 
greateft Share, both in the Means and the Danger, 
ought to be remembered; thple Patriots, I lay, 
who lb early declared thcthfclves fi>r the Rcvolutii* 
on, and took up Arms for its Support, ought equal- 
ly to be the Objedfcs of the Nadonal Gt^titude, du« 
on that important Occalion. 

I wou'd not be thought to aim, in any Degree, at 
blackening or afperfing the Memory ot Kiug JVilH* 
mm^ but, X canuot Derfy him, and attribute thole 

Things 
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Things to his WiiHom and G>ndud, which wcrt 
as much due to the Merit of a brave People, who 
only called him for their Leader ^ to reap the Fruit* 
of the Attempt they had dctermin'd to make, for 
prcferving their Liberties. 

If we had a Mind to leilcn our Obligations to this 
Prince, we might take Kotice that his own immc^ 
diatc Intereft was concern'd in what he did for us ; 
but, I am ib far from doing it, that I am ready to 
own, that all the Campaignes he made, in Flanders 
were purely in Defence of the'Proteftant Religion, 
and in Aftc^ion.to the People oi England, lam 
not for laying them to his natural and irreconcile- 
able Averfion to Louis the fourteenth, who once 
over-run, and almoft deftroy'd his Country, and 
to whom, by the Qpppfition of his whole Life, he 
became a Rival in JPower. 

I know very well how this Frince was treated 
in the Books and Paraphletsof his own Times ; the 
Partition Treaty has been trump'd up both then and 
in later Times, to £hew, that he was no Politician 
in the Cabinet. Sure, no Man will deny tliat he 
underfiood the Theory of War ; it was to that he 
wastrain'd up- from his Youth ; but, with all the 
(^ondu6b and ' other Qualifications neceffary for a 
General, if he reap'd lefs Advantage from them in 
Wars with France than any other Captain ever did 
in the like Qrcumftances, it was his Misfortune. 

His moft remarkable Excellence in the Field was 
his.Peribnal Courage, which he certainly pofleis'd 
to a great Degree. Every one muft own, he was 
a Stranger to Fear ; he' knew no Danger ; he dar'd 
himfelt execute any Commands he gave to another, 
. which, no doubt, greatly animates and Supports an 
Army, and were (Salifications he ablblutely flood 
in >5eed of, who 'had the Misfortune to be k) often 
defeated. r •

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• Good Policy and Order of Government, and the 
Laws of raoft G>untrieS) prevent an Enqiiirjr into 
the politicai Chara&ers of Princes dunng their 
Lives, but, after their Deaths, the World has al- 
ways cxercifed that Liberty. This Right and this 
Cuttom mayjuftify thefe Remarks ; but, as to King 
Williams private Character, I think, like that of 
all other. Men, it ought to remain in the Grave, 
with lus Aihes, undifturb'd, and I wilh Biihop 
Burnet had been of the fame Ophiion. 

But, to return from the Digreillon to the Eque- 
ftrian Statue. 

Without entring into an Enquiryr whether Ckeap^ 
fide Conduit is not a Place wholly inconvenient for 
any Eredion of that Kind ? 

Or, how far it would be prudent in the City to 
give Leave to ere6t a Statue to King IVilUam^ at a 
private Expence ? 

Or whether, if one is neceflary, and a proper 
Place be found out, they ought not rather tacredt 
it at the Publick Charge ? 

Or, what the late King George has done to be 
paiTed by in Silence, and forgotten ? 

Or, why the Love and Affc6tion of his prefcnt 
Majefly to All his Subjects fhould not be equally 
commemorated by a gratefiil People ? 

I fay, pai&hg by all thefe Things, and the Rea- 
ibning I mfght otter thereon, I wUl, at lafl, come 
into the Defign myfelf, and propose a Method for 
employing that extraordinary Zieal which has lately 
broke out witl) fb much Violence, not only in this 
City, but at Brifiol and HuUy for the Memory of 
King WtlUamy exclufive both of his PredecefTori 
and Succeflbrs, by propofing to eredt to his Me- 
mory a Statue of another Kind, more beautiful and 
durable, and more to his Honour, than Marble or 
Brafs ; that they would be pleafed to pay King 
Williams DebtSj for I have been very well in-

Now, hj applying the vealKius ContributicMu of 
thefe true Lovers of their Country, mid to giye 
Vent to this extraordinary Spirit of Giratitude mey 
leem to be feized with in tne Mafiner I propoiea^ 
will relieve many Fanalies from Mi&ry, and do 
Juftice to the Meraorv of their Great Deli^^^rm?, 
the bcft Ingredient to tne Chara&er of a Mero.
